Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  is 
“entirely  prag  malic"  regarding  the 
idea  that  UNIF1L  might  assume  a 
security-buffer  role  in  South 
Lebanon,  an  aide  to  Shamir  told 
The  Jerusalem  Post  last  night. 

The  idea  of  involving  UNIF1L 
has  been  advanced  by  former  prime 
minister  Yitzhak  Rabin.  Rabin 
proposes  that  the  force  take  over 
the  area  between  the  Awali  and  the 
Zahurani  rivers  as  part  of  a  security 
system  that  would  involve  local 
militias  too  (to  be  deployed  south  of 
the  Zaharani)  and  would  facilitate 
.the  IDFs  withdrawal. 

Shamir's  aide  said  the  premier's 
position  would  be  shaped  by  his  as¬ 
sessment  of  the  likely  effectiveness 
of  the  force,  and  by  the  prospects  of 
the  UN  Security  Council's  in¬ 
structing  it  to  assume  this  new  role. 
The  premier  harboured  no  pre¬ 
judices  against  UNI  FI  L. 

Most  senior  government  officials 
in  Jerusalem  seemed  to  think  it  un¬ 
likely  that  the  Security  Council 
would  agree  to  -amend  UNIFIL's 
mandate. 

Well-placed  international 
observers  were  also  sceptical,  given 
the  strained  stale  of-  super-power 
relations  at  this  time. 

Other  diplomatic  sources 
questioned  by  The  Post  believed, 
however;  that  the  Soviets  would  al¬ 
low  the  measure  to  go  through  the 
Council  if  both  Lebanon  and  Syria 
desired  it. 


Yitzhak  Rabin  argues  that  the 
Syrians  and  the  Soviets  "would  re¬ 
joice”  at  the  idea,  since'  it  would 
hasten  the  departure  of  the 
Multinational  Force  from  Beirut 
and  of  the  IDF  from  the  south. 

Rabin  says  the  Israel  government 
has  been  remiss  in  failing  to  canvass 
the  idea.  But  a  senior  government 
official  indicated  that  the  idea  had 
often  been  considered.but  had  been 
discounted  as  impracticable. 

Rabin  maintains  that  UNIFiL. 
formed  after  Operation  Litani  in 
1978.  was  largely  effective  in 
preventing  PLO  incursions  —  and  it 
was  for  that  reason  that  the  PLO 
resorted  to  long-range  artillery  shel¬ 
ling. 

Meanwhile,  Israeli  officials  have 
welcomed  the  news  from  Beirut 
that  a  security  agreement  there  is 
nearing  conclusion.  The  officials 
hope  the  agreement  will  hold,  and 
will  enable  units  of  the  Lebanese 
army  to  descend  southwards  along 
the  coast  towards  the  Awali. 

The  officials  say  they  await  the 
day  when  the  Lebanese  Army  can 
cross  the  Awali  and  take  over  areas 
now  held  by  the  Israel  Defence 
Forces  (as  provided  in  the  May  17 
Israel- Lebanon  agreement). 

Shamir  will  hear  first-hand 
reports  today  on  developments  in 
Beirut  and  on  Syrian  positions  from 
U.S.  special  envoy  Donald 
Rumsfeld,  and  (separately)  from 
Senator  John  Tower,  both  of  whom 
are  due  in  Jerusalem  from 
Damascus  this  morning. 


Herat  nominates  Ariel  Sharon 
to  head  Agency’s  ally  a  dept 


U.S.  welcomes  reports

Minister-without-Portfolio  Ariel 
Sharon  was  chosen  last  night  as  the 
Herut-Hatzohar  nominee  for  the 
Jewish  Agency  aliya  department 
chairmanship.  Sharon,  however, 
must  overcome  two  barriers  before 
he  can  assume  the  post. 

The  Zionist  General  Council, 
which  is  scheduled  to  meet  next 
week,  must  approve  the  nomina¬ 
tion,  and  as  its  stands  now,  Sharon 
lacks  a  majority  among  the  council 
members. 

In  addition.  Diaspora  fund 
raisers,  who  form  the  majority  of 
the  Jewish  Agency  board  of  gover¬ 
nors,  which  is  scheduled  to  meet 
next  month,  are  largely  opposed  to 
Sharon,  and  the  board  can  veto  the 
nomination. 

Sharon's  aides  said  yesterday  that 


if  he  wins  the  post,  he  will  not  leave 
the  cabinet,  even  though 
simultaneous  service  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Jewish  Agency  Ex¬ 
ecutive  has  been  ruled  a  conflict  of 
interest  and  is  prohibited  by  Agency 
legal  authorities. 

The  post  became  vacant  some 
months  ago  when  Diaspora  board 
members  forced  the  dismissal  of 
Herul’s  Raphael  Kotlowitz,  whom 
they  coniidered  inadequate. 

Reacting  to  the  news  of  Sharon's 
nomination,  Jewish  Agency  Ex¬ 
ecutive  chairman  Aiye  Dulzin  said 
last  night:  “I  don’t  think  he’s  the 
right  person  to  head  the  department 
and  l  don’t  think  he’ll  be  approved 
by  the  Agency  board  of  governors.” 
Dulzin’s  statement,  coming  from  a 
Liberal  Party  leader,  was  a  rare 
show  of  dissatisfaction  with  a  deci¬ 
sion  of  a  coalition  partner  party.

UN  spokesman  said  there  was  no  in¬

Therefore 
the  charges  of  '‘massive  civilian 
casualties'’  were  not  plausible. 
However,  the  figure  of  100  killed 
was  possible,  “since  hundreds  of 
■terrorists  were  known  to  be  in  the 
.two  facilities  at  the  time.”

TEL  AVIV.  —  If  general  elections 
were  held  today,  the  Alignment 
would  beat  the  Likud  by  37  seats  to 
41,  a  poll  conducted  for  The 
Jerusalem  Post  by  the  Modi'in 
Ezrahi  institute  indicates. 

According  to  the  poll,  which  was 
carried  out  in  the  second  half  of  last 
month,  the  representation  of  other 
parties  in  the  Knesset  would  be  little 
changed,  making  the  task  of  es¬ 
tablishing  a  viable  coalition  dif¬ 
ficult. 

There  has  been  a  steady  rise  in 
the  popularity  of  the  Alignment 
since  May  1983,  when  polls  in¬ 
dicated  it  would  elect  42  deputies, 
as  compared  with  54  for  the  Likud. 
The  Likud’s  standing  dropped 
sharply  in  June  —  47  seats  only,  as 
compared  with  the  Alignment’s  46. 
By  October,  the  findings  were 
Likud  40,  Alignment  54. 

In.  the  most  recent  poll  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  votes  for  small  parties  is 
almost  identical  with  that  in  the  last 
elections.  However,  the  National 
Religious  Party  might  expect  five 


seats  only  as  against  the  six  they 
won  in  the  1981  elections.  (One  of 
the  six.  Rabbi  Haim  Druckman,  has 
since  left  the  NRP  lo  form  his  one- 
man  Matzad  Knesset  faction.) 

There  is  generally  a  greater 
movement  from  Likud  supporters 
towards  the  Alignment  than  in  the 
opposite  direction,  the  pollsters 
note.  The  Alignment  is  supported 
by  more  elderly  people  —  60  years 
of  age  and  over  —  than  the  Likud, 
whose  voters  are  often  people  23  to 
30  years  old.  The  Alignment  is  pop¬ 
ular  among  people  who  are 
university -educated  of  European 
origin,  largely  secular  in  outlook, 
and  those  in  the  higher  income 
brackets.  The  Likud  appeals  more 
to  people  with  elementary  or  partial 
secondary  education  of  Oriental 
background,  as  well  as  religious- 
minded  and  workers  in  trading  and 
services  sectors. 

The  poll  was  conducted  among  -a 
sample  of  1292  Jewish  adults  all 
over  the  country,  excluding  kibbutz 
members  and  the  inhabitants  of 
Judea,  Samaria  and  the  Golan. 
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Haddad  flies  home;  condition  ‘serious9

HAIFA.  —  South  Lebanese  militia 
leader  Sa’ad  Haddad  was  dis¬ 
charged  from  Rambam  Hospital 
here  yesterday  and  transferred  to 
his  home  in  Marjayoun  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  his  family. 

.  The  condition  of  the  46-year-old 
major,  .recently  reinstated  by  the 
Lebanese  Army  which  expelled  him 
from  its  ranks  when  he  allied 
himself  with  Israel  in  the  late  1970s, 
was  described  by  deputy. hospital 
director  Dr.  Zvi  Ben-lshar  as 
serious  but  stable.” 

Haddad  was  flown  out  by 
helicopter  at  7  a.m!  accompanied  by 
his  wife,  brother,  and  sister,  who 
had  maintained  constant  vigil  by  his 
bedside  since  he  was  admitted  to 
the  hospital  five  days  ago.  Local 
doctors  and  priests  are  in  atten¬ 
dance  •at  Marjayoun. 

“The  major’s  condition  had 
stabilized  sufficiently  for  him  to  be 


transferred  back  to  his  village, 
where  he  will  be  under  the  care  of 
his  own  doctor,  the  same  one  who 
treated  him  since  he  was  last 
hospitalized,”  said  Ben-lshai.  Doc¬ 
tors  from  Rambam  will  consult  with 
the  local  general  practitioner  and 
advise  him  on  Haddad's  treatment. 

Ben-Yishai  noted  that  the  request 
for  Haddad's  transfer  had  been 
made  by  the  major's  family.  He  was 
rushed  to  the  hospital  by  helicopter 
at  1  a.m.  last  Sunday.  He  reportedly 
remained  fully  conscious  during  his 
stay,  and  also  received  a  number  of 
distinguished  visitors,  including 
Defence  Minister  Moshe  Arens, 


Chief  of  Staff  Rav-Aluf  Moshe 
Levy,  Minister  without  Portfolio 
Ariel  Sharon,  and  former  chief  of 
staff  Rafael  Eitan. 

Officially,  Haddad  was  treated 
for  “fatigue  and  exhaustion,” 
although  he  is  rumoured  to  be  suf¬ 
fering  from  cancer. 

In  lower  Galilee  yesterday  Eitan 
said  that  Haddad  has  asked  that 
Israel  take  care  of  his  family. 

“This  was  his  request  when  I 
visited  him  in  the  hospital  this 
week.”  Eitan  told  an  audience  at 
the  Hodayot  school.  “Israel  should 
agree  for  moral  reasons,”  he  added.

The  Ministerial  Economic 
Committee  will  meet  today  to 
discuss  details  of  the  9  per  cent 
cut  in  government  operations 
voted  last  Tuesday  by  the  body. 

Treasury  officials  were  pes¬ 
simistic  about  the  outcome, 
noting  that  while  ministers  ac¬ 
cepted  the  9  per  cent  cut  in  prin¬ 
ciple.  they  did  not  conceal  that 
they  did  not  mean  to  reach  the 
target. 

The  officials  predicted  that  to¬ 
day’s  meeting  will  probably  end 
without  a  decision  and  that  a  new 
round  of  negotiations  will  be  neces¬ 
sary.  The  negotiations  are  expected 
to  continue  for  another  week. 

The  stiffest  opposition  to  the 
proposed  cuts  had  been  expected  to 
come  from  Labour  and  Social  Af¬ 
fairs  Minister  Aharon  Uzan  and 
Defence  Minister  Moshe  Arens.

Financiers  fret  over  prospect 
of  $3.5b.  in  public’s  hands

The  financial  community  is  worried  that  S3. 5  billion  in  compulsory 
state  loans  and  savings  plans  due  to  mature  during  19*4  may  harm  et- 
I'orts  to  fight  inflation  by  .stimulating  increased  consumer  spending. 

The  loans,  imposed  10  years  ago  after  the  Yam  Kippur  War.  were 
non-negotiable  bonds,  linked  to  the  cost-of-living  index  and  frozen  for 
10  years.  It  may  therefore  be  anticipated  that  their  owners  will  be  more 
likely  than  voluntary  holders  of  bonds  or  saving,  plans  to  put  the  money 
back  into  circulation  when  this  becomes  possible. 

The  S3.5h.  figure  being  quoted  will  probably  amount  to  about  17  per 
cent  of  the  stale  budget  lor  fiscal  1984.  expected  to  he  around  SZO.bh. 
One  bunker  urged  the  government  to  offer  new  and  attractive  savings 
options  to  try  to  encourage  reinvestment  of  the  money  ai  a  time  when  ef¬ 
forts  .ire  being  made  to  reduce  consumer  spending. 

.Another  economist,  however,  was  less  concerned  about  (he  prospect 
of  much  of  the  money  being  spent,  noting  'hat  it  would  approximately 
make  up  lor  the  erosion  in  real  income  expected  this  year.  And  a  well- 
known  financial  figure  predicted  that  some  of  the  funds  will  wind  up  un 
the  Tel  Aviv  Stock  Exchange,  where  prices  lell  considerably  in  1983. 

For  most  individuals.  I  he  prospect  of  having  frozen  financial  assets 
turn  into  liquid  cash  is  most  satisfying.

NEW  YORK  (JTA).  -  Thirty-three 
Argentinian  prisoners  whose  names 
appear  on  a  list  compiled  by  the 
Anti-Defamation  League  of  B’nai 
B'rilh  have  been  given  their 
freedom  by  the  new  Buenos  Aires 
government,  the  ADL  announced 
yesterday. 

According  to  Abraham  Foxman, 
ADL’s  associate  national  director 
and  head  of  the  league's  inter¬ 
national  affairs  division,  news  of 
release  of  six  of  the  33  was  transmit¬ 
ted  to  the  ADL  by  the  Argentine 
government  through  its  embassy  in 
Washington.

Jaffa  Moslem  graveyard 
wall  ordered  demolished

TEL  AVIV.  —  Mayor  Shiomo 
Lahat  yesterday  issued  a  demolition 
order  for  a  brick  wall  around  the 
Moslem  cemetery  in  Jaffa,  which 
was  built  after  the  graveyard  was 
desecrated  last  month. 

“Blood  will  be  shed  if  the  wall  is 
demolished."  Jaffa's  Wakf  (Moslem 
trust)  chairman  Abded  Kabub 
warned  yesterday. 

On  December  22.  Jaffa  Arabs 
found  that  tombstones  engraved 
with  proverbs  from  the  Koran  had 
been  sprayed  with  paint,  and  a 
swastika  and  a  penis  painted  on 
others.  The  words  “This  is  only  the 
beginning,”  were  painted  on  other 
gravestones,  signed  with  the  letters 
T.N.T.  (the  name  of  an  assumed 
Jewish  terror  gang). 

The  Moslem  cemetery  in  Jaffa 
has  long  been  neglected  by  the 
municipality  and  government 
religious  authorities,  even  when 
parts  of  it  began  eroding  and  falling 
into  the  sea.  Passers  by  and  non- 
Moslems  turned  it  into  a-  garbage 
dump  and  many  unidentified  bones, 
perhaps  of  animals,  are  strewn 
there. 


Kabub  demanded  a  meeting  with 
Lahat  and  Police  Tel  Aviv  District 
Commander  Nitzav  Avraham 
Turgeman  after  the  desecration  and 
was  told  that  Lahat  agreed. 
“Lahat's  assistant,  Hanan  Ben- 
Yehuda,  called  me  that  very  after¬ 
noon  to  tell  me  that  Lahat  agreed  to 
meet  me  and  said  I  would  be  con¬ 
tacted  to  set  the  meeting  In  Lhe  next 
few  days,”  Kabub  said,  noting  that 
he  postponed  his  vacation  by  a 
week  for  this  purpose.  But  nobody 
called  from  city  hall,  he  said. 

The  wall  was  built  around  the 
cemetery  by  angiy  Moslems  resi¬ 
dents  after  the  desecration,  without 
a  building  permit.  Kabub  promised 
that  as  soon  as  a  permit  was 
granted,  the  wall  would  be  tom 
down  and  rebuilt  according  to  the 
permit's  specifications. 

But  municipal  spokesman  Rorii 
Rimon  said  yesterday  that  no  re¬ 
quest  by  Kabub  to  meet  Lahat  was 
received  at  city  hall  and  that  Lahat 
did  not  know  of  Kabub’s  intention 
to  meet  him. 

Kabub  yesterday  wrote  a  letter  to 
ail  Tel  Aviv  Municipal  councillors 
requesting  a  council  meeting  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  plight  of  Jaffa’s  Arabs.

The  Bank  of  Israel’s  advisory 
board  decided  yesterday  that  the 
minimum  mandatory  period  for 
short-term  savings  accounts  will  be 
shortened  from  two  weeks  to  one. 
This  decision  requires  government 
approval  before  going  into  effect. 

The  bank  said  the  move  was 
meant  to  encourage  the  public  to 
hold  shekel  accounts.  The  minimum 
deposit  necessary  in  such  accounts 
will  be  154.000. 

The  commercial  bank  managers 
were  harshly  criticized  yesterday  for 
the  third  time  during  the  past  month 
in  the  Knesset  Finance  Committee, 
which  has  been  deliberating  on  the 
banks’  plans  to  raise  commissions. 

On  the  committee,  MK 
Mordechai  Virshubski  (Shinui)  cal¬ 
led  for  the  establishment  of  a  com¬ 
mission  of  inquiry  into  the  cause  of 


last  October's  bank  shares  crisis.  He 
also  urged  the  resignation  of  the 
banks’  directors.

Samaria  Arab  gets  night 
burial  after  compromise 


The  family  of  a  slain  Samaria 
Arab  yesterday  withdrew  its  High 
Court  of  Justice  petition  against  the 
authoritiss'  insistence  that  he  be 
buried  at  night  after  a  compromise 
was  reached  between  the  sides. 

On  Wednesday,  Justice  Dov 
Levin  issued  a  temporary  injunction 
forbidding  the  Judea  and  Samaria 
Civil  Administration  from  carrying 
out  its  threat  to  bury  the  man  Reida 
Kalyani  itself.  Yesterday,  at  Levin’s 
urging,  the  slain  man’s  brother 
agreed  to  an  11  p.m.  burial,  last 
night,  with  limited  public  par¬ 
ticipation. 

Kalyani  was  shot  by  an,  Israel 
Defence  Forces  patrol  near  Nablus 
last  Sunday.allegedly  while  trying  to 
evade  capture.  He  died  later  at  the 
Rashadiya  Hospital  in  Nablus,  and 
his  body  was  brought  to  the  In¬ 
stitute  for  Forensic  Medicine  aL 
Abu  Kabir  near  Tel  Aviv. 

Appearing  before  the  High  Court 
of  Justice  yesterday,  state-attorney. 


representatives  argued  that  quiet,, 
nighttime  burial  was  necessary  to 
avoid  disturbances.  The  deceased^ 
they  said,  was  known  as1*  a 
troublemaker  himself,  and  another 
brother  is  the  PLO  representative" irv 
Yemen. 

The  family  countered  that  a 
forced  night  burial  would  be  con¬ 
trary^  the  Geneva  Convention  and 
would  show  dishonour  for  the  dead 
and  add  to  the  family’s  grief.

Kahane  escapes  from  jail  after  arrest 


Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 
Kach  leader  Rabbi  Meir  Kahane 
escaped  from  detention  yesterday  at 
Jerusalem’s  Russian  Compound 
police  station  after  he  and  two  other 
persons  were  arrested  for  displaying 
placards  at  a  demonstration  in  the 
capital  that  implied  support-  of  the 
terror  organization  TNT.  * 

The  police  predicted  that  Kahane 
would  be  rerarrested  '-’within 
hours,”  but  were  not  assigning  any 
extra  personnel  to  Ris  pursuit.  They 
said  they  would  charge  the  three 
with  violating  the  terms  of  their  per¬ 
mit,  which  allowed  only  a  rally 
against  government  policy.1  Kahane 
now  faces  more  serious  charges  as 
well,  for  walking  away  from  an 
anteroom  at  the  station  where  he 


was  waiting  to  be  questioned. 

Speaking  at  the  rally,  Kahane 
described  the  “Jewish  underground 
TNT,”  which  has  taken  blame  for 
placing  a  number  of  booby-trapped 
grenades  in  Arab  neighbourhoods 
over  the  last  few  weeks,  causing 
several  injuries,  as  “ineffective.”  He 
added:  “Just  let  me  be  defence 
minister  for  half  a  year  and  see  thV 
results.” 

Explaining’  why  tire 
demonstrators’  placards  said  “We 
do'nol  condemn  TNT’  rather  thap 
expressing  outright  support  of  the 
organization,  Kahane  said  that  sup$r 
positive  backing  would  be  con¬ 
sidered  illegal  incitement.  The 
Tora,  he  added,  instructs  that  “war

.  Senior  police  officers  believe  that 
Interior  Minister  Yosef  Burg  “no 
longer  has  the  political  power  to 
prevent -a  budgetary  catastrophe,” 
which  they  say  could  lead  to  a 
drastic  increase  In  crime. 

Burg  is  scheduled  to  begin 
deliberations  today  on. the  police 
budget  for  the  coming  year,  and  has 
asked  the  force  to  redo-a  previously 
designed  budget  dial  asked  for  a  3 
per  cent  increase' —  about  S9  mil¬ 
lion  —in  the  department’s  develop¬ 
ment'  budget! 

*  In'  1983,  the  force  was  budgeted 
about  $350  million,  but  after  infla¬ 
tion,  bad  only  $3Q0ro.  to  use.  About 
75  per  cent  of  that  money  is  for 
salaries  that  the  Treasury  pays  out. 
With  about  18,000  people  on  the 
force,  the  police  feel  they  are 
already  drastically  understaffed. 
But  even  if  they  eliminate  the 
development  budget,  they  will  not 
cover  the  estimated  S3Sm.  that  the 
Treasury  wants  cut  from  the  total. 

“Burg  does  his  best,  but  his  best  is 
not  enough,”  said  a  senior  police 
source  this  week.  Another  ex¬ 
plained  that  because  of  traditions  of 
discipline  and  obedience  inside  the 
force, .  Inspector-General  Arye 
Ivtzan  refuses  to  make  an 
“emergency  appeal]’  to  the  public. 

The  3  per  cent  that  die  police 
would  like  to  see  added  to  their 


budget  •  represents  approximately 
the  equivalent  of  growth  in  popula¬ 
tion  —  and  demand  for  police  ser¬ 
vices  — *  over  the  pest  year. 

For  the  last  four  years,  inflation 
and  demands  for  budget  cutting 
have  forced  the  police  to  trim  ad¬ 
ministrative  staff  by  1,000,  putting 
those  people  into  operational  tasks. 

Indeed,  at  a  meeting  scheduled 
for  today,  senior  officers  will  warn 
Burg  and  his  ministry's  deputy 
director-general  in  charge  of  police, 
Ya'acov  Markowitz,  that  any  more 
cutbacks  will  require  removing  per¬ 
sonnel  from  operational  duties. 

“I  don’t  blame  Burg  for  the  situa¬ 
tion.  I  blame  the  Knesset  Members 
who  voted  for  our  budget  last  year 
and  who  will  vote  for  the  budget  he 
presents  this  coming  year.  Any  MK 
who  votes  for  this  budget  has  no 
right  to  complain  if  a  Danny  Katz 
incident  occurs  in  his 
neighbourhood,"  a  senior  officer 
said  bitterly  this  week. 

Danny  Katz  was  a  teenage  boy 
recently  kidnapped  and  murdered, 
apparently  while  hitchiking  to  bis 
home  in  Haifa.  MK  Aranon  Linn 
bitterly  attacked  the  police, 
protesting  that  they  should  have 
men  in  the  neighbourhoods  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  incidents. 

The  bitterness  among  both  the 
police  command  and  the  rank  and 


file  is  not  over  salaries,  though  in 
certain  operational  departments 
whose  members  work  long,  ir¬ 
regular  hours  there  is  despair  about 
the  erosion  in  their  income  because 
of  inflation. 

The  real  concern  in  police  head- 
■quarters  around  the  country  is 
about  working  conditions. 

Automobiles  only  get  traded  in 
after  150.000  kilometres,  despite 
Interior  Ministry  promises  that  they 
could  be  replaced  after  100,000  km. 
Plans  made  last  year  and  ratified  by 
the  Knesset  in  the  budget  presenta¬ 
tion  made  by  former  finance 
minister  Yoram  Aridor  called  for 
the  trade-in  of  about  550 
automobiles.  By  year’s  end, 
however,  only  300  were  replaced. 

Communications  equipment  is 
outdated,  buildings  are  not  being 
repaired,  officers  in  certain 
operational  fields  are  required  to 
work  more  than  12  hours  a  day  — 
without  overtime  wages  —  because 
of  a  lack  of  manpower. 

The  problem,  say  the  police  ex¬ 
perts,  is  that  there  is  a  constant  in¬ 
crease  in  the  public's  demand  for 
service  from  the  police,  while  there 
is  a  constant  real  decline  in  the 
resources  available.  “Aharon  Uzan 
(Tami  minister  of  labour  and  social 


affairs)  has  three  times  as  much 
power  as  Burg."  the  officer  said. 
“Uzan  can  close  homes  for  the  aged 
in  order  to  put  pressure  on  the 
public  to  put  pressure  on  the 
Treasury.  What  do  you  want  us  lo 
close  to  prove  our  point?  The! 
homicide  division,  the  burglary 
division? 

“A  9  per  cent  cut  will  put  us  right 
over  the  edge,”  said  the  officer,  j 

Interior  Ministry  spokesman 
Yitzhak  Agassi  scoffed  this  week  at 
the  police  force's  complaints.  '‘The 
minister  works  quietly  and  gets 
what  the  force  needs,"  said  Agassi. 
“He  doesn't  need  to  bang  on  tables 
or  go  to  the  newspapers.” 

But  inside  the  force,  there  is 
growing  disillusionment  with  Burg's 
tactics  and  more  and  more  voices  or 1 
disenchantment  with  the  self- 
discipline  involved  in  not  openly  go¬ 
ing  to  the  public  with  warnings 
about  a  collapse  in  police  services. 

"When  they  go  to  cut  the  Israel 
Defence  Forces'  budget  you  see  the 
chief  of  staff  and  the  defence 
minister  and  everybody  else  jump¬ 
ing  up  and  down,  and  it  seems  to 
work.  Why  can't  we  do  that?"  asked 
a  junior  officer  at  the  Russiin  Com¬ 
pound  headquarters  for  the 
Jerusalem  area.

HAIFA.  —  The  21  young  families  who  have  settled  in  the  Aviv  miizpeh 
(lookout)  settlement  just  south  of  Tamra  village  in  Lower  Galilee  fear 
that  there  will  be  no  spring  for  their  village  bearing  the  season's  name. 

They  are  caught  between  lack  of  funds,  as  more  resources  are  being 
poured  into  Judea  and  Samaria,  and  bureacratic  delays,  village 
secretary  Amolz  Golan,  said  in  an  interview. 

The  outpost  was  set  up  under  the  scheme  to  increase  the  Jewish 
population  of  Galilee,  and  the  first  families  came  in  October,  1981,  to 
form  an  “industrial  village"  for  which  they  themselves  were  to  attract 
businesses  or  set  them  up. 

They  live  in  small  prefabricated  houses,  pending  the  construction  of 
their  own  homes  on  what  was  to  be  the  permanent  site  of  the  village  on  a 
neighbouring  hilltop. 

As  the  time  for  building  approached,  the  settlers  found  that  someone 
had  “overlooked"  the  fact  that  part  of  the  hill  is  not  state  land  and  that 
they  cannot  stall  building  without  the  owners'  consent,  obtainable  in  a 
process  that  may  take  years.  “Only  'a  slice  of  the  land  belongs  to  the 
state,  not  enough  to  establish  a  village  of  170  families  that  had  been  plan¬ 
ned,  with  its  public  institutions  and  industrial  zone”  Golan  said. 

At  the  same  time,  the  authorities  are  no  longer  forthcoming  with 
financial  assistance  to  start  the  infrastructure  for  the  village,  as  what  is 
available  for  settlement  purposes  is  said  to  go  to  Judea  and  Samaria. 

They  have  applications  from  another  12  families  in  hand,  “but  the 
Jewish  Agency’s  settlement  department  informed  us  that  they  won't 
provide  any  more  prefabs,  as  their  infrastructure  costs  as  much  as  for 


permanent  housing  and  they  can’t  afford  to  spend  the  money  for  them." 
Golan  said. 

One  settler  has  opened  a  metal  workshop  and  there  was  an  of¬ 
fer  from  a  Tel  Aviv  concern  to  open  a  cosmetics  factory,  but  after  six 
months  of  going  through  the  bureaucracy  “gave  h  up  because  they  could 
expand  in  Tel  Aviv  at  much  lower  cost"  Golan  said.  The  only  advantage 
the  government  could  offer,  a  7.5  per  cent  tax  break  for  firms  in 
development  areas,  was  more  than  offset  by  the  absence  of  a  proper 
access  road  that  would  make  transport  of  materials  and  personnel 
prohibitively  expensive. 

A  2.2-kilometre  section  of  their  access  road  is  missing  “because  it  is 
part  of  a  future  road  network  that  nobody  wants  to  finance  now."  and 
already  nearly  as  much  money  has  been  spent  giving  it  a  coating  of  top 
soil  in  autumn  as  it  would  have  cost  to  tar  it.  it  is  badly  damaged  by 
every  rainfall,  making  it  hazardous,  especially  for  the  kindergarten 
children  who  must  pass  it  daily  to  attend  classes  in  a  nearby  settlement. 

Golan  concedes  that  the  young  settlers  came  to  Aviv  not  only  to  be 
haluizim  (pioneers)  but  also  to  enjoy  eventually  a  higher  quality  of  life 
than  is  possible  in  the  cities.  But  he  says,  it  has  turned  out  that  “we  have 
lowered  our  standards  by  several  degrees."  Living  costs  are  higher,  com¬ 
munal  expenses  must  be  shared  by  a  very  small  community  and  are 
therefore  relatively  high,  too.  “and.  on  top  or  everything  else,  we  now 
have  little  hope  for  change." 

Aviv  has  no  political  affiliations  and  the  group  is  dismayed  that

LONDON.  —  Hebrew-language 
courses  at  Prague's  official  Foreign 
Languages  Institute  have  been  dis¬ 
continued,  the  London-based  Inter¬ 
national  Council  of  Jews  from 
Czechoslovakia  reports. 

No  explanation  has  been  given 
for  ending  the  course,  or  for  stu¬ 
dents’  not  being  permitted  to  com¬ 
plete  the  term  or  sit  for  examina¬ 
tions. 

In  recent  years  the  courses  were 
attended  by  up  to  40  students,  only 
about  six  of  whom  were  of  Jewish 
origin.  The  courses  were  generally 
believed  to  have  been  arranged  to 
train  secret-service  personnel  and 
to  prepare  for  a  possible  resumption 
of  trade  ,  and  diplomatic  relations 
with  Israel . 

Jewish  students  made  a  point  of 


avoiding  any  contact  with  the  | 
Jewish  communtity.

-  Travellers  flying 
from  Tel  Aviv  to  London  and  back 
will  pay  over  JS8.0 00  more  than 
those  beginning  the  same  round  trip 
in  London.  This  emerged  from  an 
announcement  British  Airways  is¬ 
sued  here  yesterday. 

The  announcement  said  that 
between  Sunday,  January  8  and 
March  31,  Israelis  flying  to  London 
and  back  on  group  fares  will  pay 
S299,  equivalent  to  IS33.230  at 
yesterday  morning's  exchange  rate. 

Travellers  beginning  a  round  trip 
in  London  between  January  8  and 
April  6  will  pay  £159,  equivalent  to

These  fares  represent  price  cuts 
designed  to  compete  with  charter 
companies.  Yesterday's  announce¬ 
ment  said  the  decision  to  reduce 
fares  had  been  agreed  upon  by 
British  Airways  and  El  Al.  The  new 
fare  lo  London  is  a  $41  reduction 
from  the  previous  price  and  is  $11 
more  than  available  charter  flights.

Ministers  yet 
to  report  on 
law  in  areas

Nearly  four  months  after  it  began 
work  on  a  plan  to  improve  law  en¬ 
forcement  in  the  administered  ter-‘ 
ritories,  a  ministerial  committee  has 
yet  to  bring  any  recommendations 
to  the  government.  Meanwhile,  the 
deputy  attorney  general  who  raised 
the  issue  of  faulty  law  enforcement 
—  especially  where  inquiries  into 
Jewish  vigilantes  acting  against 
Arabs  are  concerned  —  has 
reiterated  her  complaints  in  a 
detailed  letter  to  Justice  Minister 
Moshe  Nissim. 

Nissim,  Interior  Minister  Ycsef 
Burg  and  Defence  Minister  Moshe. 
Arens  worked  out  only  recently 
what  they  are  calling  a  “policy 
statement"  for  law  enforcement  in 
the  territories.  They  have  yet  to  br¬ 
ing  it  to  the  cabinet  for  approval. 

Police  sources  who  have  studied 
the  document,  and  other  material 
related  to  the  proposed  new  policy, 
have  suggested  that  it  would  require 
an  investment  of  some  $100  million 
over  five  years  to  fully  implement  it. 

Some  leading  police  sources  have 
staled  baldly  that  unless  Israeli  law 
is  imposed  on  the  territories," 
nobody  should  expect  law  enforce¬ 
ment  in  the  territories  of  the  quality 
inside  the  State  of  Israel." 

The  ministerial  committee  was' 
set  up  following  the  resignation  of 
Deputy  Attorney-General  Yehudit 
Karp  from  a  committee  she  headed 
that  kept  track  of  investigations  into 
Jewish  vigilantism  in  the  territories 
and  subsequent  police  and  General 
Security  Services  inquiries  and  ar¬ 
rests. 

In  a  letter  to  Nissim  a  week  ago, 
Karp  reiterated  her  charges  that 
there  is  something  “faulty"  with  law 
enforcement  procedures  in  the  ter¬ 
ritories,  and  warned  that  if  the  posi¬ 
tion  is  not  quickly  remedied,  "the 
situation  could  worsen.” 

According  to  Karp,  none  of  the 
recommendations  she  brought 
forward  in  the  two  years  she  was  at 
work  on  her  committee  have  been 
implemented.  Included  in  those 
recommendations,  press  reports 
have  said,  are  calls  for  drastically 
beefed  up  police  resources  in  the 
territories,  and  greater  cooperation 
between  the  local  military 
authorities  and  the  police «

Rioting  broke  out  in  southern 
Tunisia  on  December  29  after  the 
government  announced  a  doubling 
of  the  price  of  bread  and  large  hikes 
in  the  cost  of  other  basic  staples. 


The  trouble  spread  to  Tunis  on 
Monday. 

Yesterday's  shooting  erupted  at 

i  ^ntr.ancc  lt)  the  old  city  of  Tunis, 
a  labyrinth  of  narrow  streets  and 
stalls  that  starts  at  the  end  of  the 
capital’s  main  Habib  Bourguiba 
Avenue. 

Soldiers  took  up  positions  on  the 
r°°*s  ^  buildings  in  the  old  city  and 
the  neighbouring  main  streets. 

The  shooting  scattered  the 
crowd.  Within  minutes  the  normally 
busy  city  centre  was  nearly 
deserted. 

Army  helicopters  quickly  arrived 
at  the  scene  with  reinforcements 
and  machine-gun  vehicles  look  up 
positions  around  the  market. 

President  Habib  Bourguiba 
declared  a  state  of  emergency  and  a 
dusk-to-dawn  curfew  Tuesday,  and 
after  army  troops  moved  in  to  back 
up  police,  cairn  was  restored  in  most 
areas  of  the  country. 


Accused  killer  of  Sartawi 
now  insists  he  is  innocent 


ALBUFEIRA,  Portugal  (AP). _ a 

police  witness  testifying  at  the  trial 
of  an  Arab  of  unknown  nationality 
accused  or  killing  Palestine  Libera¬ 
tion  Organization  moderate  Issam 
Sartawi  last  year  said  yesterday  he 
was  “convinced"  the  defendant  is 
guilty. 

In  testimony  on  the  second  day  of 
the  trial.  Inspector  Francisco 
Calvao  said  he  based  his  conviction 
on  the  defendant's  earlier  confes¬ 
sion  and  re-enactment  of  the  crime 
committed  at  a  hotel  here  last  April. 

The  defendant  reversed 
his  earlier  confession  and  claimed 
Wednesday  that  he  is  not  the  killer. 

Calvao  said  police  investigations 
and  the  defendant’s  confession  es¬ 
tablished  his  presence  here  last 
April  10,  the  day  Sartawi  was  gun¬ 
ned  down  in  a  hotel  lobby  during  a 
meeting  of  the  Socialist  Inter¬ 
national. 


Calvao  also  noted  the  Moroccan 
Embassy  in  Lisbon  had  confirmed 
ihe  defendant’s  Moroccan  passport 
was  a  forgery.  The  passport  iden¬ 
tified  the  man  as  Youssef  ai-Awad, 
26. 

“AI-Awad"  has  admitted  the  pas¬ 
sport  is  a  fake  but  refuses  to  divulge 
his  real  identity,  saying  only  "I’m 
Palestinian.  I'm  From  Al-Fatah  and 
Abu-Nidal.’’ 

Under  questioning  by  the  judge  at 
the  trial's  opening  session  Wednes¬ 
day,  “Al-Awad”  took  back  his  con¬ 
fession,  saying  he  was  only  a 
member  of  the  hit  squad  sent  to  kill 
Sartawi  and  had  acted  as  a  decoy  to 
aid  his  accomplices  to  escape  from 
Portugal  after  the  shooting. 

"I  was  not  the  one  who  shot  (Sar¬ 
tawi),''  he  told  the  court.  But  he  ad¬ 
ded,  “1  would  have  done  it  if  I  had 
been  chosen." 


Witness  to  Aquino  slaying  backs  down 


MANILA  (AP).  —  A  Filipino 
reporter  testified  yesterday  that  a 
woman  passenger  who  travelled 
with  former  Senator  Benigno 
Aquino  initially  claimed  she  saw 
Aquino  being  shot  but  retracted  her 
statement  after  a  military  officer 
talked  with  her. 

Rector  Mercene  of  the  English- 
language  Times  Journal  said  the 
women  ‘‘was  sobbing  and  shaking" 
while  retracting  her  statement. 

•  Aquino  was  gunned  down  while 
under  military  custody  seconds 


after  he  got  off  a  plane  from  the 
U.S.  on  August  21  last  year.  The 
former  senator's  family  alleges  he 
was  shot  by  a  soldier. 

Mercene,  testifying  before  a  fact¬ 
finding  board,  said  he  saw  a 
“hysterical”  woman  who  left  the 
plane  moments  after  Aquino  was 
shot  saying  “I  saw  Aquino  shot." 

He  said  a  colonel  in  President 
Ferdinand  E.  Marcos’  security  unit 
took  her  aside.  After  talking  with 
the  officer  the  woman  recanted  her 
earlier  statement. 


Timerman  to  go  to  Argentina  tomorrow 


NEW  YORK  (AP).  —  Publisher  and 
writer  Jacobo  Timerman,  who  was 
stripped  of  his  Argentine  citizenship 
and  expelled  from  his  country  by 
the  military  regime  in  1979,  an¬ 
nounced  Wednesday  that  he  will 
return  to  Argentina  tomorrow. 

Timerman,  who  holds  Israeli 
citizenship  and  lives  alternatively  in 
Madrid  and  New  York,  said  his  trip 
will  be  “just  a  visit  and  a  first  ap¬ 


proach"  to  the  country. 

In  the  long  term,  he  said,  "I  ex¬ 
pect  compensation,  along  with 
many  others,  for  the  prejudices  we 
suffered."  He  will  seek  “the  restitu¬ 
tion  of  the  properties  I  have  been 
deprived  of.” 

He  reportedly  has  signed  a_con- 
tract  to  write  his  impressions  of 
Argentina  to  be  published  by 
several  newspapers  and  magazines 
around  the  world. 


ILS.  Defence  deputy  quits  under  cloud 


WASHINGTON  (Reuter).  — 
Deputy  Defence  Secretary  Paul 
Thayer,  under  investigation  for  al¬ 
leged  violations  of  securities  laws, 
resigned  yesterday. 

Thayer,  former  chairman  of  a 
large  U.S.  conglomerate,  LTV 
Corp.,  is  being  investigated  by  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commis¬ 
sion  (SEC)  on  allegations  he  gave 
stock  tips  to  acquaintances  while  at 
LTV  and  before  joining  the  govern¬ 
ment  in  December  1982. 


In  his  resignation  letter  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Ronald  Reagan,  which  was 
released  by  the  White  House. 
Thayer  said  he  had  been  informed 
the  SEC  would  file  civil  charges.  He 
called  the  allegations  "entirely 
without  merit"  and  said  he  was 
resigning  so  he  could  concentrate 
on  defending  himself  in  the  courts. 

Reagan  said  in  a  statement  the 
resignation  was  "accepted  with 
deep  regret.”  It  becomes  effective 
on  January  12.

Former  Nigerian  ruler 
will  remain  in  prison 


LAGOS,  Nigeria  (AP).  —  Nigeria’s 
new  military  ruler.  Major-General 
Mohammed  Buhari.  yesterday  said 
deposed  President  Shehu  Shagari 
and  top  aides  will  be  kept  in  deten¬ 
tion  until  the  new  administration 
determines  their  guilt  in  the 
country's  economic  plight. 

"We  still  believe  you  are  inno¬ 
cent  until  proven  guilty,  but  our 
technique  may  prove  a  bit  more  un¬ 
orthodox,”  Buhari  said  at  his  first 
news  conference  since  taking  con¬ 
trol  in  a  near  bloodless  coup  Satur¬ 
day. 

Life  in  Nigeria’s  capital  appeared 
normal  yesterday,  with  only  a  half- 
dozen  or  so  military  roadblocks  visi¬ 
ble  along  the  main  route  from  the 
airport. 

Buhari  denied  a  report  Tuesday 
by  the  semiofficial  news  agency  of 
Nigeria  that  Shagari  was  brought  to 
Lagos  in  handcuffs. 

But  he  said  Shagari.  who  headed 
the  civilian  administration  which 
took  over  in  1979  after  13  years  of 
military  rule,  was  "safe  and  sound  in 
military  custody."  He  gave  no  in¬ 


dication  if  or  when  the  deposed 
president  would  be  brought  to  trial. 

The  military  regime  banned  all 
political  parties  Saturday  and  gave 
top  civilian  politicians,  including 
deposed  governors  of  Nigeria’s  19 
states,  one  week  to  report  to  the 
police. 

The  Guardian,  a  Lagos  daily  new¬ 
spaper.  reported  yesterday  that  the 
chairman  of  Shagari’s  National 
Party  of  Nigeria,  Abisa  Akinloyi, 
had  slipped  through  the  supposedly 
sealed  western  border  to  neighbour¬ 
ing  Benin. 

At  his  news  conference.  Buhari 
dodged  pointed  questions  from 
Nigerian  reporters  on  how  his  ad¬ 
ministration  planned  to  salvage  this 
oil-producing  nation's  strapped 
economy. 

Asked  about  a  timetable  for 
return  to  civilian  rule,  Buhari  said 
"We  haven’t  discussed  it  yet.” 

The  military  government  has 
pledged  Nigeria  will  remain  a 
member  of  OPEC  and  reportedly 
has  promised  not  to  upset  the  cartel 
by  cutting  oil  prices  and  boosting 
production. 


French  auto  factory  closes  as 
workers  stage  pitched  battle 


PARIS  (Reuter).  —  Officials  at 
Peugeot’s  strike-bound  Talbot  car 
plant  yesterday  abandoned  attempts 
to  restart  production  and  an¬ 
nounced  they  were  shutting  the  fac¬ 
tory  after  55  persons  were  injured  in 
fresh  violence  among  workers. 

About  1.500  riot  police  were  cal¬ 
led  in  to  the  Poissy  plant  west  of 
Paris  following  clashes  between  a 
few  hundred  strikers  and  a  majority 
of  the  17.000  employees  who  want 
to  resume  work. 

For  the  second  consecutive  day, 
the  two  sides  hurled  car  wings  and 
bolts  at  each  other.  Eleven  persons 
had  to  be  treated  in  hospital  and  at 
least  three  were  detained  there, 
Talbot  said. 

The  helmeted  police,  summoned 
both  by  the  management  and  the 
Socialist-leaning  CFDT  trade  un¬ 
ion.  formed  a  strong  barrier 
between  the  strikers,  barricaded 
into  the  final  assembly  workshop, 
and  the  non-strikers  massed  out¬ 
side. 

Management  had  tried  for  three 
days  to  restart  production,  halted 
since  December  9  by  the  strike  over 
job  cuts.  But  in  a  statement  yester¬ 


day  it  said  the  factory  could  not  be 
reopened  unless  those  responsible 
for  the  violence  were  expelled  for 
good. 

During  the  fighting,  which 
erupted  in  the  workshop  early 
yesterday  morning,  workers  tore 
bits  of  metal  from  the  cars  to  use  as 
weapons  or  shields,  eyewitnesses 
said. 

Some  threw  whole  lumps  of  car 
body  down  from  upper  gangways 
while  about  10  men  in  ordinary 
clothes  used  a  home-made  sling.  A 
man  in  blue  overalls  shouted  to 
journalists:  "One  of  our  blokes  has 
been  stabbed  in  the  stomach  with  a 
knife.” 

Talbot  officials  said  the  wounded 
had  a  wide  variety  of  injuries  caused 
by  all  kinds  of  projectiles. 

Later  the  strikers,  many  of  them 
immigrant  workers,  placed  shells  of 
cars  from  the  assembly  line  round 
the  outside  of  the  workshop  to  bar¬ 
ricade  themselves  from  the  mainly 
white-militant  non-strikers  gathered 
in  the  forecourt,  the  witnesses  said. 

"If  we  can  avoid  physical  contact, 
it  would  be  belter.”  one  of  those  in¬ 
side  said. 


W.  German  NATO 
deputy  suspended 

BONN,  West  Germany  (AP).  — 
Federal  German  Defence  Minister 
Manfred  Woemer  has  suspended 
from  duty  Lieutenant  General 
Guenter  Kiessling,  the  German 
deputy  of  Gen.  Bernard  Rogers, 
U.S.  Supreme  Commander  of 
NATO,  aspokesman  said  yesterday. 

The  spokesman  declined  to  name 
reasons  for  Woemer’s  unexpected 
decision  to  suspend  the  58-year-old 
Kiessling  from  his  duties  at  NATO 
headquarters  in  Brussels. 

But  there  were  reports  of  conflict 
between  Kiessling  and  Rogers,  and 
military  sources  said  Kiessling  had 
requested  early  retirement.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  NATO  job  in  April 
1982.  His  regular  term  was  to  run 
until  1985. 

Military  sources  declining  to  be 
named  said  he  had  asked  Woemer 
to  be  retired  next  April  1.  The 
sources  said  Woemer  decided  to 
retire  him  on  December  31  after  an 
argument. 

War  memories  haunt 
Vietnam  veterans 

GREENFIELD.  Mass.  (AP).  — 
One  of  three  Vietnam  war  veterans 
accused  of  setting  a  Buddhist  shrine 
ablaze  New  Year’s  Eve  “cried  for 
seven  years.’  after  returning  from 
the  war  and  once  pointed  a  gun  at 
his  former  wife,  thinking  she  was 
Vietnamese,  the  woman  said. 

The  veteran.  -  Roland  Voudren, 
33,  was  retumed'to  a  Veterans  Ad¬ 
ministration  hospital  in  Leeds 
yesterday,  along  with  the  two  other 
men,  Richard  Papineau,  35,  and 
Donald  Taylor,  37. 

Pleas  of  innocent  to  "wilful  and 
malicious  burning  of  a  building” 
were  entered  Wedensday  in  Green¬ 
field  District  Court  on  behalf  of  all 
three  by  attorney  Robert  Carlsen, 
head  of  the  local  chapter  of  Viet¬ 
nam  Veterans  of  America.

000  bond  apiece  before  ordering  the 
men  to  remain  at  the  hospital 
pending  a  pre-trial  conference 
January  27.  The  three  had  entered 
the  hospital  voluntarily  for  un¬ 
disclosed  treatment  prior  to  their 
arrests  at  the  facility  Wednesday. 

District  Attorney  W.  Michael 
Ryan  said  one  of  the  men  happened 
upon  the  shrine  in  the  isolated  town 
of  Hawley  in  the  Berkshire  HDls 
sometime  before  the  fire,  was 
shocked  to  see  the  oriental  architec¬ 
ture,  and  planned  the  fire. 

Voudren’s  former  wife  described 
the  ex-Marine  as  haunted  by  night¬ 
marish  memories  of  Vietnam. 


Scientific  study  shows  why  yogurt  is  good  for  older  people 


BOSTON  (AP).  —  Yogurt  has  been 
a  favourite  dairy  food  in  the  Middle 
East  for  centuries,  and  scientists 
now  say  they  know  why:  the 
creamy,  sour  food  contains  an  en¬ 
zyme  that  makes  it  easier  to  digest 
than  milk  for  millions  of  adults.  And 
the  people  of  the  Middle  East  are 
among  those  who  lack  the  necessary 
natural  enzyme. 

This  means  the  snack  could  serve 
as  a  good  source  of  protein  for  peo¬ 
ple  everywhere,  because  it  does  not 
cause  the  intestinal  discomfort 
often  associated  with  milk,  the 
researchers  said  yesterday. 

The  finding  "substantiates  a  feel¬ 
ing  people  have  that  somehow 


yogurt  is  good  for  you."  said  Dr. 
Joseph  Kolars.  who  directed  the 
study. 

Dairy  foods  are  cheap  and  easy  to 
store  when  dried,  but  their 
usefulness  as  a  protein  source  is 
limited  because  ajsout  three 
quarters  of  the  world’s  adults  can¬ 
not  tolerate  milk,  Kolars  said.  That 
is  because,  as  people  age.  they  stop 
producing  a  digestive  enzyme  called 
lactase,  which  is  necessary  to  break 
down  milk  sugar  in  the  intestine  so 
that  it  is  absorbed.  People  deficient 
in  lactase  suffer  gas,  diarrhea, 
bloating  and  cramps. 

But  yogurt,  because  it  contains 


the  lactase  enzyme,  literally  digests 
itself,  according  to  the  researchers’ 
report  in  yesterday’s  New  England 
Journal  cf  Medicine. 

Most  of  the  Third  World  popula¬ 
tion  suffers  from  lactase  deficiency, 
while  people  of  North  European 
descent  are  one  of  the  few  popula¬ 
tions  that  can  digest  milk. 

“Yogurt  is  an  interesting 
biological  system,  because  it  seems 
to  have  evolved  in  those  parts  of  the 
world  where  lactase  deficiency  is 
most  common,”  Kolars  said.  "So 
those  people  who  didn't  have  the 
enzyme  were  able  to  ingest  it  with 
their  yogurt.”

Nearly  all  of  them  are 
employed  by  local  industry.  Apart 
from  Polgat  Enterprises  and  Iskoor, 
there  are  six  other  large  factories,  as 
well  as  more  than  100  workshops 
(carpentry,  auto  repair,  printing, 
etc.) 

But  many  jobs  involve  unskilled 
work,  which  is  often  monotonous 
and  pays  poorly  —  not  for  those 
who  seek  a  challenge  as  well  as  a 
good  salary.  Like  other  develop¬ 
ment  towns,  Kiryat  Gai  finds  that  it 
cannot  meet  the  demands  of  the 
young,  aggressive  and  upwardly 
mobile. 

“We  are  proud  that  500  of  our 
young  people  are  enrolled  in  institu¬ 
tions  of  higher  learning,"  says  Lev- 
Ari.

A  MEDIA  COUP

It  was  a  great  media  coup  — 
something  Jackson  and  other  politi¬ 
cians  are  always  seeking.  Still,  no 
one  in  Washington  now  believes 
Jackson  really  has  a  serious  chance 
of  actually  capturing  the 
Democratic  presidential  nomina¬ 
tion.  His  involvement  in  winning 
Goodman’s  release  has  certainly 
boosted  his  name  recognition 
among  the  American  public,  but  his 
chances  of  winning  the  top  slot  on 
the  ticket  are  still  extremely  remote. 

By  any  standard,  he  is  considered 
much  too  extreme  on  a  whole  host 
of  domestic  and.  foreign  policy  is¬ 
sues  for  the  mainstream  of  the 

At  the  same  time,  Jacksons  in¬ 
fluence  in  the  party  has  already  in¬ 
creased  as  a  result  of  his  Damascus 
adventure.  He  is  probably  the  most 
powerful  black  leader  in  the 
country  today.  He  has 
demonstrated  that  he  has  clout. 
There  is  the  impression  that  he  was 
able  to  achieve  what  Reagan  and 
the  State  Department  could  not.

JACKSON  WAS  welcomed  by 
Reagan  at  the  While  House.  He  had 
an  opportunity  to  make  his  pitch  for 
“breaking  the  cycle  of  pain"  on 
every  television  network,  it  was  his 
biggest  day  yet  in  politics. 

But-  he  was  not  the  only  big  win¬ 
ner  this  week.

Almost  overnight,  they  won  friends 
in  the  U.S.  —  as  underlined  during 
Jouejati's  warm  reception  at  the 
black  church. 

The  Syrians  also  increased  the 
pressure  on  the  administration  to 
get  the  Marines  out  of  Lebanon. 
That  pressure  has  been  mounting 
for  weeks.  It  reached  a  new  level 
after  the  release  of  the  Pentagon's 
critical  study  of  the  October  bomb¬ 
ing  of  Marine  headquarters  in 
Beirut.  Numerous  Democratic  and 
Republican  members  of  Congress 
are  now  openly  calling  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  withdrawal  of  ail  troops 
from  the  Lebanese  “quagmire." 

Reagan,  clearly  on  the  defensive, 
is  appealing  for  patience.  He  con¬ 
tinues  to  maintain  on  an  almost  dai¬ 
ly  basis  that  progress  is  being  made 
in  easing  the  tensions  in  Lebanon. 
Scpeciaf  U.S.  Middle  East  envoy 
Donald  Rumsfeld  returned  to  the 
region  this  week  with  some  fresh 
ideas. 

U.S.  officials  recognize  the 
dangers  involved  in  a  hasty  retreat 
by  the  Marines.  The  other  members 
of  the  multinational  peacekeeping 
force,  already  reducing  their  own 
numbers  of  troops  in  Lebanon,

He  would  do  away  with  the 
National  Insurance  Institute  and  in 
place  of  child  allowances,  would 
give  the  money  directly  to  the 
schools.  “Children  should  get  a 
longer  school  day  with  a  hot  meal, 
books  and  shoes  and  uniforms  This 
will  mean  that  many  ■Xrabs  whose 
children  leave  school  early  :c 
become  shepherds  won't  get 
money.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will 
encourage  Arab?  to  keep  their 
children  in  school  and  this  is  good, 
because  an  educated  Arab  is  a  bet¬ 
ter  Arab  and  we  can  talk  to  him. 
and  things  will  be  better." 

There  is  a  resentment  of  Arab 
workers  in  Kiryat  Gat,  even  though 
nobody  is  willing  to  take  over  their 
jobs. 

AN  INDEPENDENT  carpenter 
says  he  would  never  become  a 
salaried  worker,  “ff  you  need  more 
money  to  give  your  children  what 
you  had  promised  yourself  you 
would  in  terms  of  a  certain  standard 
of  education,  then  you  wake  up  at 
night  and  go  into  the  shop  and  work 
an  extra  three  hours." 

He  admits  that  it  is  hard  now  to 
make  a  good  living.  Times  are  not 
what  they  were.  To  make  his  point, 
he  picks  up  a  jar  of  plastic  pegs. 

“You  see  these?  The  old  ones  are 
hard  and  reliable,  but  the  new  ones 
they  sell  me  now  are  often  softer 
and  sometimes  break  when  I  drive  a 
nail  through.  This  is  what  there  is, 
and  the  carpenter  has  to  pass  the 
bad  stuff  on  to  his  customers. 

The  tractors  are  still  at  work  on 
the  beautification  of  the  town’s  in¬ 
dustrial  park.  Train  tracks  were  laid 
to  it  last  July,  to  link  it  up  with 
Ashdod's  port.  There  is  still  hope 
that  some  miracle  will  avert  the 
worst  of  hard  times,  and  since 
Kiryat  Gat  itself  is  a  ion  of  modern 
miracle,  it  is  hard  to  fault  them  for 
that. 


pecially  at  the  Pentagon,  where  sup¬ 
port  for  sending  the  Marines  in  was 
never  very  strong  to  begin  with. 

So  it  looks  like  Syria  is  going  to 
get  its  way.  Assad  must  feel  very 
cocky  right  now,  reading  the  glow¬ 
ing  reports  his  ambassador  in 
Washington  is  most  certainly 
sending  him.  His  decision  to  free 
Goodman  should  be  seen  from  this 
perspective. 

That  Reagan  wrote  to  him  quick¬ 
ly  after  Goodman's  departure  from 
Damascus  was  but  further  evidence 
that  an  increasingly  frustrated  ad¬ 
ministration  w'as  groping  for  some 
reasonably  honourable  way  out. 

The  following  day,  Reagan  went 
one  step  further,  agreeing  that  he 
would  even  meet  with  .Assad  if  that 
would  promote  the  cause  of  peace. 

The  Syrians  are  patient.  They  are 
willing  to  lay  low  temporarily  in 
order  to  permit  a  relative!}  graceful 
LLS.  exit.  But  no  one  should  be  un¬ 
der  any  illusions;  they  will  pounce 
decisively  at  the  right  moment  to 
achieve  their  longstanding  strategic 
arms  in  Lebanon. 

Lebanon's  ambassador  in 
Washington.  Abdullah  Bou Habib, 
has  suggested  that  his  government 
may  be  on  the  verge  of  achieving  a 
new  agreement.  Lebanese  Army  un¬ 
its  would  move  from  Beirut  to  the 
Awali  River.  He  also  raised  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  genuine  national  recon- 
cilation  if  only  the  Americans  re¬ 
main  patient. 

B  ut  his  hopes  seem  overly 
optimistic. 
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Some  of  the  world’s  leading  theoretical 
physicists  are  now  at  the  Hebrew  University,  for 
a  ‘winter  school.’  The  Jerusalem  Post’s  Dvora 
en  Shaul  describes  the  proceedings  and  talks  to 
two  participants  who  are  authorities  on  the 
origin  of  the  cosmos. 


HEARING  Steven  Weinberg,  50- 
year-old  Nobel  Prize  laureate  in 
physics,  talk  about  the  concept  of 
beauty  makes  you  feel,  at  first,  as  if 
you've  wandered  into  the  wrong 
room  and  somehow  encountered  an 
art  lecturer. 

But  Weinberg,  who 'is  chairing 
the  winter  school  at  the  Hebrew 
University,  has  a  lot  of  feeling  about 
the  subject  and  holds  that  the  real 
attraction  of  theoretic  physics  is  in 
the  sheer  beauty  of  the  theory  and 
the  equations. 

Indeed,  he  makes  it  sound  like  a 
course  in  esthetics  and  does  not 
hesitate  to  class  theories  as  “ugly" 
or  “beautiful.” 

Weinberg  won  his  Nobel  Prize  at 
45,  together  with  Abdus  Saiam,  for 
a  particularly  beautiful  theory, 
which  showed  how  weak  forces  and 
magnetic  forces  could,  in  some  cir¬ 
cumstances  unite.  This  possibility  of 
the  unification  of  forces  had  long 
been  sought  by  theoretical 
physicists. 

And  unification  is  Weinberg's 
major  search.  Particularly  the  un¬ 
ification  of  physical  theories.  He 
seeks  this,  as  he  seeks  the  inherent 
beauty  in  natural  law,  for  the  very 
reason  that  it  is  so  beautiful.  Beauty 
being  a  situation  in  which 
everything  fits  and  no  loose  ends  are 
left  dangling. 

The  late  and  lauded  Albert  Ein¬ 
stein  was  also  at  times  possessed  of 
such  a  search  for  unification  and 
beauty,  and  even  admitted  to  having 
gelded  and  changed  his  original 
theory  to  accommodate  new  data. 

This  change,  which  he  himself 
referred  to  as  “a  scientific  fiddle.” 
was  seen  by  him.  in  his  later  years, 
as  having  been  a  serious  error. 

Weinberg,  who  teaches  at  the 
University  of  Texas  in  Austin,  is  not 
only  the  chairman  but  the  innovator 
of  this  first  winter  school  at  the 
Hebrew  University.  He  plans  one 
each  year  for  five  years. 

This  year,  Weinberg  began  -  irj.  a 

world’s  outstanding  theoretical 
physicists.  Steven  Hawking,  Alan 
Guth,  of  the  Massachusetts  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology  and  father  of 
the  revolutionary  new  “inflationary 
model  of  the  universe,”  which  has 
led  to  an  entire  new  wave  of 
research,  James  Gunn,  of 
Princeton,  whose  specialty  is  the  re¬ 
assessment  of  the  past  on  the  basis, 
of  current  observations,  and 
Michael  Turner,  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  who  is  a  known 
authority  on  baryosynthesis,  the 
creation  of  matter  in  the  universe. 


.They  are  joined  here  by  the  local 
coordinator,  Zvi  Piran,  of  the 
Hebrew  University,  who  studies  the 
astrophysical  phenomena  relating 
to  black  holes. 

THE  IDEA  of  the  winter  school  was 
bom  at  the  height  of  the  war  in 
Lebanon.  Weinberg  and  his  wife,  a 
professor  of  law  at  the  University  of 
Texas,  fell  very  strongly  about  what 
they  saw  happening. 

They  had  no  political  convictions 
concerning  Israel's  activities  in 
Lebanon,  but  they  did  feel  that 
Israel  was  being  badly  abused  in  the 
media.  But  the  Weinberg's  felt  they 
had  to  do  something. 

What  they  did  was  write  to 
Minister  of  Science  and  Develop¬ 
ment  Yuval  Ne’e  man,  whom  they 
knew  as  a  physicist  and  who  has  a 
part-time  chair  at  the  University  of 
Texas.  They  told  him  that  they  were 
willing  to  do  anything  they  could  to 
help. 

“We  rather  fancied  ourselves  dig¬ 
ging  ditches  or  picking  oranges.” 
says  Weinberg. . 

But  when  Ne’eman  answered,  it 
was  to  start  off  the  discussion  of  the 
idea  of  a  winter  school  at  the 
Hebrew  University.  Weinberg  ac¬ 
cepted  the  task. 

Why  a  winter  school?  Simple, 
says  Weinberg.  In  the  summer 
everyone  has  grand  plans  for  what 
to  do  while  they  don't  have  to  teach. 
But  in  the  winter,  w-hile  most  of  the 
world's  universities  are  having  the 
month-long  winter  holiday,  the  very 
people  he  wanted  to  attract  are  not 
so  busy. 

This  first  winter  school,  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Hebrew  University  and 
the  Ministry  of  Science  and 
Technology,  is  devoted  to  the  in¬ 
tersection  between  elementary  par¬ 
ticle  physics  and  cosmology. 

Weinberg,  an  elementary  particle 
physicist,  says  he  is  not  a

FOR  AS  LONG  as  man  has  been 
observing  the  world  in  which  he 
lives  and  the  universe  that  sur¬ 
rounds  him.  there  have  been 
theories  purporting  to  describe  just 
how  it  all  began. 

Particularly  eloquent  in  calling 
forth  the  development  of  these 
theories  is  the  incredible  orderliness 
of  the  universe.  This  order  is 
generally  accepted  to  be  the  result 
of  certain  physical  laws  —  the  true 
laws  of  physics  —  which,  after  all, 
do  keep  the  planets  in  their  orbits 
and  the  electrons  inside  the  atoms. 
Or.  as  Einstein  put  it:  “The  in¬ 
comprehensible  thing  about  the  un¬ 
iverse.  is.  tfiat  it  is  so  comprehen-

ing  modest.  The  book  provides  for 
the  lay  reader  a  graphic  account  of 
what  some  believe  probably  hap¬ 
pened  10  billion  years  ago.  in  the 
first  three  minutes  after  the  “big 
bang  ” 

Weinberg  discusses  cosmology 
with  a  wry  humour.  Many  people, 
including  the  Norsemen,  have  held 
cosmological  theories,  he  says,  and 
people  tend  to  be  sensitive  about 
the  particular  theory  they  ascribe 
to.  But  Weinberg  doesn't  want 
anyone  to  be  offended  —  not  even 
the  Norsemen. 


Not  all  theories,  were  based  on 
any  order  or  sequence  and  there 
have  been  those  who  saw  the  sky  as 
a  black  curtain  with  holes  in  it, 
these  holes  being  what  we  see  as 
stars.  This  is  certainly  on  a  par  with 
the  verse,  often  quoted  by 
astrophysicist  John  Gribbin.  and  at¬ 
tributed  to  humourist  Spike  Mil¬ 
ligan: 

There  are  holes  in  the  sky 
Where  the  rain  gets  in. 

But  the  holes  are  small. 

That’s  wAr  rain’s  thin. 

A  cosmological  theory,  it  is  true, 
but  not  one  that  holds  water. 
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TWO  CENTURIES  ago  it  was  still 
commonly  held  that  the  iniverse  must 
be  static,  unchanging  and  uniform. 
Certainly,  wherever  we  look  we  see 
clusters  of  galaxies,  not  much  dif¬ 
ferent  from  those  nearest  to  us.  But 
evidence  has  mounted  that  the  light 
we  now  see  from  distant  galaxies 
was  in  fact  emitted  thousands  of 
millions  of  years  ago,  and  that  these 
galaxies  are  not  exactly  like  those 
we  see  nearer  to  us.  So  something 
does,  indeed,  appear  to  be  chang- 
”Tngr  j  . '  . 

' the"  longesl-field  theory  is  still 
:  prevalent;  that  “it's  that  way 
because  that's  how  God  made  it.” 

Jews.  Christians  and  Moslems 
hold  to  the  creation  story  as 
described  in  the  Book  of  Genesis, 
while  the  Hindus  and  the  Buddhists 
have  a  cosmological  theory  of  their 
own.  This  covers  the  religious 
cosmology  of  a  great  portion  of  this 
particular  planel.  What  they  think 
on  other  planets,  if  there’s  anyone 
there  to  do  any  thinking  about  it,  no 
one  knows. 

MODERN  SCIENTIFIC 
cosmology  dates  back  to  Einstein’s 
early  work,  which  describes  how  the 
theory  of  relativity  could  be  applied 
to  aggregations  of  matter.  Einstein 
described  the  geometry  of  space- 
time  and  wanted  to  include  all  space 
and  all  time. 

Later  work  by  Edwin  Hubble 
pointed  out  that  the  universe  does 
indeed  appear  to  be  expanding  and 
all  research  carried  out  after  that 
confirms  what  has  become  known 
as  Hubble's  Law. 

So,  if  the  universe  is  expanding, 
as  it  seems  to  be,  then  what  is  it  ex¬ 
panding  from? 

Certainly  if  it  is  expanding  then  it 
must  at  some  time  have  been  more 


WHO  WOULD  choose  to  explore 
the  most  dangerous  and  violent 
phenomenon  in  the  universe? 

Stephen  Hawking,  40-year-old 
holder  of  the  prestigious  Albert 
Einstein  Prize  for  Theoretical 
Physics,  spends  most  of  his  life  ex¬ 
ploring  the  “black  holes  of  space.” 
where  a  mountain  the  size  of 
Everest  can  be  compressed  by 
gravity  to  something  the  size  of  an 
atom  and  where  the  violent  pulls  are 
such  that  even  stars '  are  dis¬ 
membered. 

Hawking,  a  professor  of  physics 
at  Cambridge  University  in 
England,  now  here  to  lecture  at  the 
Hebrew  University’s  winter  school, 
conducts  his  explorations  in  his 
head.  He  has  to. 

A  sufferer  from  amyotrophic 
lateral  sclerosis,  Hawking’s  ravaged 
body  b  confined  to  a  wheel-chair 
and  his  speech  is  so  slurred  that  only 
those  closest  to  him  can  understand 
what  he  says:  they  can  because 
they're  used  to  communicating  with 
this  man  who  has  been  called  by 
many  contemporaries  ‘a  physicist's 
physicist.* 

Hawking  first  won  acclaim  when 
he  showed  that,  contrary  to 
cherished  theory.  Hack  holes  really 
aren’t  black  at  all. 

In  order  to  understand  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  this,  one  must  first  under- 
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compact,  with  the  galaxies  very 
close  together.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
if  you  carry  this  on  back  you  find 
that  there  must  have  been  a  Lime 
w  hen  ail  the  galaxies  were  just  one 
big  mass;  compressed  to  the  point 
of  being  a  sort  of  energy  gas-soup. 

It  is  this  concept  that  lies  at  the 
very  basis  of  the  big-bang  theory  of 
cosmology.  That  they  constitute 
one  big  blob  of  energy  which  ex¬ 
ploded,  thus  creating  both  time  and 
space.  From  that  zero  instant,  es¬ 
timated- by  science  To  have  been 
about  10  billion  years  'qgo,  the  'iini- 
verse  has  beem ‘expanding. 

But  going  back  to  the  moment  of 
the  big  bang,  what  we  have  is  a  hot, 
hot  bang  (so  hot  that  our  fiery  sun  is 
like  the  flicker  of  a  candle  by  com¬ 
parison).  flying  all  over  the  place 
and  then,  as 'it  all  cooled  down,  ag¬ 
gregates  forming  as  electrons  bound 
to  helium  and  hydrogen. 

This  created  atoms  and  eventual¬ 
ly  the  totality  of  the  bodies  in  the 
universe.  Planets  cooled  and,  in 
time,  if  they  were  suited  for  it,  life 
evolved.  Suns  pulsated  and  glowed, 
and  by  a  perfect  balance  between 
internal  nuclear  energy  creating  an 
outward  thrust  and  their  own  spin¬ 
ning  mass  a  gravitational  pull,  they 
managed  to  remain  stable,  giving 
light  and  warmth  to  those  planets  in 
their  system. 

Moons,  of  course,  like  asteroids, 
remained  big  or  small  globs  of  mat¬ 
ter  suspended  in  orbit  around  the 
planets  and  their  suns. 

IN  THE  MEANTIME,  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  universe  keeps  going  cm, 
not  in  a  pell-mell  rush  but  in  a 
precise  and  orderly  manner,  ft  is 
best  envisioned  if  compared  to  the 
continued  stretching  of  a  rubber 
sheet,  going  on  forever,  yet  finite. 


Much  of  this  theory  has  decently 
presented  evidence  to  support  it, 
but  there  are  those  who  cry  “foul,” 
claiming  that  the  evidence  was  col¬ 
lected  from  experiments  performed 
to  find  support  for  the  theory. 

This  is.  of  course,  basically  true. 
That  is  the  case  in  almost  all  areas 
of  science.  Although  one  likes  to 
imagine  a  purity  that  allows  scien¬ 
tists  to  Just  look  ai  things  and 
describe  what  they  see,  this  would 
be,  in  the  long  run.  not  only 
wasteful  but  probably  most  disap- 
'po  inti  rig. 

First  of  all,  because  there's  just 
too  much  to  be  looked  at.  An 
astronomer  may  spend  a  lifetime 
just  gazing  at  the  heavens,  without 
any  -  plan  concerning  what  he  is 
looking  for.  and  in  the  end  he  will 
have  had  a  line  if  not  eventually 
boring  time  looking  at  the  pretty 
lights.  He  may  also  not  know  what 
he's  looking  at  and  therefore  miss  it 
all  because  he  was  looking  at  a  dif¬ 
ferent  galaxy  when  something  hap¬ 
pened  out  there  in  another  place¬ 
time.  .  . 

Therefore,  physicists  and 
cosmologists,  like  other  scientists 
try  to  look  for  things  that  will  con¬ 
firm  or  disprove  a  theory,  the  latter 
being  no  less  important  than  the 
first.  Confirmation  has,  of  course, 
been  received,  and  today  there  is 
experimental  proof  of  even  such 
highly  abstract  views  as  those  which 
first  posited  the  existence  of  quarks. 

THERE  IS,  no  doubt,  a  supreme 
hutzpa  about  cosmology.  If  the 
biologists  feel  awed  about  even 
tackling  the  problems  of  the  origin 
of  life  on  this  one  small  globe,  then 
the  cosmologists  most  indeed  trem¬ 
ble  future  of  the  universe,  and  the 
to  postulate  the  origins  of  the 
cosmos.

stand  what  the  “black  holes"  really 
are.  If  we  consider  our  own  sun  as 
an  example,  we  find  that  it  main¬ 
tains  its  shape  due  to  the  outward 
thrust  of  the  nuclear  energy 
generated  in  its  interior.  This  is  able 
to  offset  the  pull  of  its  own  gravity. 
Thus  a  star  —  since  stars  are  other 
suns  —  maintains  a  balance 
between  gravitational  pull  inwards 
and  the  energetic  thrust  outwards. 

Ail  this  is  well  and  good  as  long  as 
there  is  enough  nuclear  fuel  in  the 
star  to  keep  the  process  going.  But 
eventually,  this  nuclear  fuel  is  used 
up.  the  star  cools,  the  outward 
thrust  decreases,  and  the  pull  of 
gravity  causes  what  is  something 
like  an  implosion.  Matter  is  com¬ 
pacted  and  a  black  hole  is  created, 
’A  here  nothing  that  goes  in  ever 
comes  out.  including  light. 

If  our  own  sun  were  to  undergo 
this  process,  it  is  estimated  that  it 
would  take  about  23  minutes  for  h$ 
mass  to  shrink  to  something  so  small 
as  to  be  utterly  unremarkable  in  the 
galaxy, 

HAWKING,  playing  with  the  equa¬ 
tions.  was  the  first  to  calculate  that 
the  black  holes  seem  to  be  emitting 
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particles  at  a  steady  rate,  exactly  as 
hot  bodies  do.  At  first  he  himself 
joked  that  “it’s  all  a  figment  of  iny 
equation."  But  the  unbelievable 
became  the  unshakable  and  finally 
he  reported  the  discovery,  in  1974. 

U  was  met  with  wide  acclaim 
because  he  showed  that  a  black  hole 
emits  a  steady  stream  of  energy  and 
eventually  it  evaporates,  disappear¬ 
ing  in  one  bright  flash. 

Hawking  has  given  new  promise 
to  the  hope  of  settling  a  dilemma 
that  had  stumped  Albert  Einstein; 
finding  a  theory  that  will  pair  up  the 
large-scale  world  of  space  and 
gravity  described  by  the  theory  of 
relativity  with  the  small-scale  world 
of  quantum  theory. 

However,  the  large  black  holes 
created  by  the  death  of  stars' are  too 
massive  to  be  subject  to  Hawking’s 
theory,  for-  they  suck  in  far  more 
matter  from  surrounding  space  than 
they  can  ever  emit.  But  the  holes, 
called  the  “mini-black  holes," 
which  may  have  come  into  being  as 
early  as  the  time  of  the  “big  bang" 
some  10  billion  years  agOi  may  even 
today  be  exploding,  an'd  Hawking 
believes  it  may  be  possible  to  detect 


.  This  awesome  state  is  best  ■ 
reflected  whenever  they  begin  to 
discuss  not  the  past  but  the  posssi- 
ble  future  of  the  Universe,  and  the  ■ 
most  common  answer  is,  “We  just  i 
don't  know."  1 

J.t  comes  down,  more  or  less:  to  ; 
two  possibilities  —  the  whimper  or  •. 
the  bang.  In  one  case,  the  universe 
will  continue  to  expand;  the  stars  ' 
will  go  out  one  by  one  as  they  ex-  :  • 
pend  their  nuclear  fuel  and  disap-  |.

Both  of  these,  of-course,  predict  .■■ 
an  end  to  the  universe  as  we  know 
it.  True,  even  the  most  pessimt&tic  .. 
of  the  cosmologists  place  either 
event  some  billions  of  years  in  the 
future;  they  sec  die  universe  oftb-  . 
day  as  still  “young.” 

The  real  issue  is  not  which  is  cor- 
rect  but  the  simple  beauty  of'a 
theory  which  leaves  so  few  loose 
ends  hanging  ouL  Whether  in  this 
case  Beauty  and  Truth  are  syn- 
onomous,  no  one  can  really  say.t 

ANOTHER  POINT  at  which  the 
cosmologists  pause  is  the  inevitable 
question,  “All  that  was  before  tlie 
big  bang... where  did  it  come  from?” 

Given  the  exception  of  the 
problem  of  date  discrepancies 
there’s  something  reminiscent '  of 
Genesis  in  the  big-bang  theory.. .the 
lack  of  form. ..the  void. ..the 
darkness:. .then  the  light,  the  suns,- 
the  planete  and,  eventually,  life,. 

Some  cosmologists  get  a!ll 
miimbo-jumboish  when  they  try  to 
get  through  this'  one.  But  others, 
like  astrophysicist  John  Gribben, 
only  shrug:  “I.don’t  know,"  he  sayte. 
“Maybe  God  made  it  after  all.”  •

Bui  the 
humour  is  his  own  and  an  associate 
recalls  how  Hawking  once,  looked 
on  as  an  assistant  wrote  out  a  highly 
controversial  equation.

Hawking  fives  in  Cambridge*^

^*WHEN  YOU  GET  right  down  to  it, 
we  are  ail  “on  welfare”  to  one 
degree  or  another.  There  is  hardly 
any  social  service  provided  in  this 
country,  from  appendectomies  to 
occasional  household  help  for  the 
elderly,  that  is  not  in  some  way  sub¬ 
sidized  by  the  public  purse. 

This  logic  is  now  being  taken 
■  i  further  by  the  Treasury,  which  says 
in  effect  that  since  the  entire 
economy  must  cut  back  and  trim 
:  -down,  all  sectors,  including 
“welfare,”  must  bear  some  of  the 
burden.  The  Treasury  backs  up  this 
'^argument,  which  it  has  been 
1  pushing  since  the  first  talk  of  budget 
fvcuts  last  summer,  with  tbe  conclu- 
"sions  of  an  objective  study  of 
;  .  welfare  expenditures  in  Israel  dur- 
/  'mg  the  1970s. 

«  This  study,  prepared  by  the 
'■■■  Centre  for  Social  Policy  Studies, 
?"■"  headed  by  Dr.  Israel  Katz,  found 
:  .  that  welfare  outlays  had  grown  con- 
::  siderably  in  those  years.  That  is,  at 
any  rale,  the  point  that  the  Treasury 
”  ..has  been  using  to  ^.browbeat  the 
-.Ministry  of  Labour  and- Social  Af- 
'■  fairs  for  the  last  several  months  .to 
force  it  to  agree  to  cuts  in  this  and 
:..\.next  year’s  budget. 

. .  -  Yet  what  kind  of  welfare  are  they 
;  talking  about?  That  is,  what  kind  of 
"services  and  for  whom? 

.  , ;  Are  they  referring  to  the  highly 
subsidized  tuition  fees  for  university 
students?  To  subsidized  government 
mortgages  for  young  couples  or  the 
rland  for  settlements  in  the  ad- 
ministered  territories  that  is  virtual- 
!.  ly  being  given  away?  Or  are  they 
'talking  about  rehabilitation  for  the 
handicapped  or  a  haven  in  a  foster 
home  for  a  child  who  is  neglected  or 
.  ill-treated  by  his  parents? 

All  of  these  things  are  welfare  ixj 
.  the  broad  sense,  i.e„  goods  or  ser¬ 
vices  provided  by  the  state  or  some 
.  public  agency  at  less  than  their  cost 
or  market  value.  The  centre’s  report 
’  -  dealt  with  welfare  in  this  sense  and 
.included  health,  education,  hous¬ 
ing,  etc. 

"Y el  in  its  argument  for  cuts  in  the 
welfare  budget,  meaning  the  ser¬ 
vices  provided  by  the  Minister  of 
Labour  and  Social  Affairs,  the 


rockets,  fired  from  mountaintops  at 
vehicles  travelling  in  convoy  along 
winding  roads  in  the  gullies  below. 
Southern  Lebanon  is  bristling 
with  arms.  Huge  caches  remain 
from  the  days  of  PLOdomination  of 
the  area,  and  the  IDF  has  found  it 
impossible  to  plug  ail  the  holes 
through  which  both  ordnance  and 
-personnel  are  brought  in  from  the 
north.  It  is  impossible  to  check 
every  one  of  the  10,000-1 5,000  vehi¬ 
cles  that  cross  the  bridges  over  the 
Awali.  each  day.  to  ensure  that 
dashboards  are  not  made  out  of 
TNT,  that  engine-blocks  do  not 
have  double  walls  filled  with 
dynamite,  or  that  spare  tyres  are  not 
filled  with  explosives.  It  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  hermetically  seal  the  entire 
11 5km.  land  border  or  the  62km. 
maritime  border  against  terrorist  in¬ 
filtration,  just  as  it  was  impossible  to 
seal  Israel’s  northern  border,  even 
with  the  advantages  of  Major  Sa'ad 
Haddad’s  cooperation  ap'd  an 
electronic  fence. 

IRONICALLY,  the  main  danger 
facing  Israel  in  Lebanon  is  one 
which  the  IDF  is  least  capable  of 
dealing  with  efficiently.  The 
Syrians,  despite  the  50,000  men  and 
1,200  tanks  they  have  in  Lebanon, 
are  no  real  threat  at  all,  since  it  is 
unlikely  that  they  want  a  war  right 
now,  and  certainly  not  a  war  that 
would  set  back  the  Syrian  military 
build-up,  still  in  its  formative  stages, 
by  a  decade.  The  Syrians  probably 


believe  the  message  that  has  been 
conveyed  in  clear  terms  several 
times:  should  war  break  out  with 
Syria,  Israel  will  not  make  the  same 
mistake  it  did  in  June  1982  and  stop 
short  of  dealing  a  death  blow  to  the 
country  it  considers  the  greatest 
current  menace  in  the  region. 

The  worst  danger  facing  Israel  in 
Lebanon  is  at  the  local  level:  ter¬ 
rorism.  And  Israel’s  options  for 
fighting  it  are  extremely  limited. 
Almost  every  possible  conventional 
lactic  is  already  in  use  by  the  IDF. 
Non-essential  personnel  have  been 
moved  out  of  the  major  trouble 
spots  in  order  to  limit  the  number  of 
targets,  and  crack  infantry  troops 
have  been  sent  in  to  try  to  provide 
an  effective  response  to  local  acts  of 
terror. 

Contacts  with  the  Shi’ite 
leadership  have  been  intensified,  as 
have  pre-emptive  measures  against 
potential  troublemakers.  Israeli  air 
strikes  have  been  launched  with  in¬ 
creased  intensity  against  terrorist 
targets  in  both  the  Bekaa  and  the 
Shouf  and  this  Wednesday  in 
Baalbek,  and  the  bridges  over  the 
Awali  have  been  closed  sporadical¬ 
ly. 

None  of  these  measures  has 
eradicated  terrorist  attacks  against 
Israeli  objectives,  however,  and 
there  is  not  a  man  in  uniform  who

believes  that  these  measures  in 
themselves  will  be  enough  to 
provide  a  reasonable  measure  of 
security  for  the  IDF  forces  still 
forced  to  remain  in  Lebanon. 

There  are  also  very  few  in  uni¬ 
form  who  believe  that  any  solution 
allowing  the  IDF  to  withdraw  from 
Lebanon  can  realistically  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  present  itself  in  the  com¬ 
ing  months.  Last  year’s  May  17 
agreement,  it  has  long  been  ap¬ 
parent  to  all.  has  become  yet 
another  document  for  the  filing 
cabinet:  and  there  is  no  hope  at  all 
that  the  Lebanese  Army  will  be  able 
to  extend  the  authority  of  the 
government  of  the  duchy  of  Beirut 
to  the  South  as  well. 

GIVEN  THE  lack  of  hope  of  a  solu¬ 
tion  to  the  problems  of  Lebanon, 
pressures  have  been  building  up  for 
some  months  within  the  Israeli 
military  establishment  to  limit  the 
overall  presence  in  that  country  to 
the  minimum  necessary  to  protect 
our  northern  border.  Given  that  the 
maximum  range  of  the  array  of  the 
Katyusha  rockets  and  artillery 
pieces  in  terrorist  arsenals  at  pre¬ 
sent  is  under  30  km.,  they  can  see  no 
reason  for  holding  on  to  a  line  over 
60  km.  from  the  border.  If  the  IDF 
were  to  redeploy  along  the  Zaharani 
River  and  pull  back  from  Jebl 


Barukh  (whose  contribution  to 
Israel’s  intelligence-gathering 
capability  has  been  grossly  over¬ 
rated)  and  the  Bekaa,  it  would  not 
only  be  cutting  down  the  area  under 
its  control,  and  the  length  of  the 
confrontation  border:  it  would  also 
remove  over  two-thirds  of  the  pop¬ 
ulation  currently  under  Israel’s  con¬ 
trol.  the  overall  population  between 
the  Zaharani  and  Israel’s  northern 
border  being  150.000.  The  move 
would  also  increase  the  proportion 
of  pro-Israeli  locals  —  most  of 
whom  are  in  the  Christian- 
controlled  area  south  of  the  Litani 
—  and,  with  the  pullback  from 
Sidon  and  the  surrounding  area, 
remove  from  Israeli  control  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  the  95,000 
Palestinians  living  in  Lebanon. 

The  redeployment  would 
enhance  the  IDPs  efforts  to  build 
up  a  credible  local  militia,  like  the 
one  under  Haddad’s  command, 
which  could  gradually  take  over  the 
day-to-day  policing  of  the  area,  as 
well  as  provide  an  intelligence  con¬ 
duit  for  terrorist  movements  in  the 
region,  allowing  the  IDF  to  reduce 
its  own  numbers  in  Lebanon.  This  in 
turn  would  lessen  Israeli  casualties, 
allow  for  a  faster  rotation  of  units 
between  training  schedules  and  ac¬ 
tive  duty,  and  limit  the  need  to  call 
up  reservists. 


From  the  IDFs  point  of  view 
there  is  little  to  be  gained  from 
remaining  along  the  Awali,  or  even 
in  the  Bekaa,  though  one  should  not 
disregard  the  strategic  advantages 
of  controlling  the  back  road  to 
Damascus. 

FROM  THE  government's  point  erf 
view,  however,  the  situation  is  very 
different.  Prime  Minister  Shamir 
and  Defence  Minister  Arens  know 
that  the  Americans  are  adamantly 
opposed  to  any  further  unilateral 
Israeli  withdrawal  that  could  leave 
the  U.S.  with  a  larger  baby  to  hold 
than  the  one  they  have  now. 

On  their  visit  to  Washington  at 
the  end  of  November.  Shamir  an«jf 
Arens  were  told  by  Defence 
Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger  that 
the  U.S.  was  opposed  to  any  such 
move.  They  also  know  this  to  be  the 
position  of  National  Securitv  Ad¬ 
viser  Robert  McFarlane.’  and 
probably  President  Reagan  himself. 
In  election  year,  the  president  wii! 
be  looking  desperately  for  a  way  to 
limit  America's  role  in  Lebanon, 
and  not  increase  it. 

The  Americans  were  livid 
(especially  McFarlane,  who  had 
replaced  Philip  Habib  as  chief 
negotiator)  when  Israel  unilaterally 
pulled  back  from  the  Shouf  last 
September,  a  move  Lhey  regarded  as 
causing  the  renewed  wave  of 
violence  that  has  engulfed  Lebanon 
ever  since  and  setting  back 
American  plans  for  conciliation  in 
that  country. 


Preying  on  the  weak  and  poor 


Treasury  is  deliberately  obscuring 
some  crucial  distinctions.  It  matters 
very  much  whether  we  are  referring 
to  cut-backs  in  old  age  homes  or  to 
reducing  the  subsidy  for  higher 
education. 

This  point  was  made  in  a  general 
fashion  in  the  introduction  to  the 
report,  which  the  Treasury  seems  to 
have  overlooked:  “An  increase  in 
welfare  expenditures  does  not 
necessarily  indicate  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  condition  of  the  weaker 
strata  of  society,  and  the  impact  erf 
social  programmes  s  in  the  final 
analysis  not  necessarily 
egalitarian.” 

The  Treasury  also  seems  to  have 
overlooked  an  important  qualifica¬ 
tion  to  the  report's  conclusions:  that 
the  growth  in  social  services  occur¬ 
red  mainly  between  1970  and  1976. 
Since  1977,  they  have  ..either 
declined  or  stagnated. 

IN  A  RESPONSE  to  the  Treasury’s 
arguments  prepared  by  the  ministry, 
it  is  noted  that  the  general  decline  in 
social  service  outlays  since  1977  has 
hit  the  ministry  programmes 
proportionately  harder  than  others. 
Most  of  these  are  designed  to  help 
the  aged,  the  retarded  and  the  han¬ 
dicapped,  and  children  from 
problem  families  —  in  short,  those 
elements  least  able  to  fend  for 
themselves  or  to  meet  their  basic 
needs  by  obtaining  services  on  the 
market.  This  is  welfare  in  its  narrow 
sense. 

There  are  now  about  20,000  peo¬ 
ple  in  these  groups  in  institutions 
run  or  subsidized  by  the  ministry, 
and  another  50,000  served  in  clubs, 
courses  and  day-care  frameworks 
within  the  community.  The  ministry 
also  runs  programmes  for  several 
thousand  teenagers  on  the  brink  of 
lawlessness,  and  operates  a 
vocational-school  network  serving 
40,000  pupils,  most  of  whom  were 
not  able  to  keep  up  with  die  de-

mands  of  the  schools  run  by  the 
Education  Ministry. 

The  ministry  figures  show  that 
between  1977  and  1983  there  was  a 
drop  in  the  number  of  young  people 
in  boarding  schools,  day-care 
centres,  and  homes  for  the  retarded 
and  for  juvenile  delinquents.  Ser¬ 
vices  for  the  aged,  however,  ex¬ 
panded  during  this  time,  although 
the  amount  of  money  spent  on  each 
person  declined.  In  all  of  these  ser- 
vices,  needs  still  outrun  the 
available  facilities  and  professional 
manpower. 

AN  ARGUMENT  often  heard  in 
support  of  cuts  in  the  welfare  ser¬ 
vices  provided  by  die  Labour  and 
Social  Affairs  Ministry  is  that  in  a 
period  of  slow  tar  stagnant  economic 
growth,  the  economy  cannot  afford 
to  carry  the  extra  burden.  Coming 
from  a  Likud  government  that  for 
nearly  three  years  encouraged  a 
private  spending  spree  of  unheard- 
of  dimensions,  this  claim  is  both 
mean-spirited  and  dishonest. 

Does  it  mean  that  slum  children 

FOUR  YEAF&  AGO,  the 
American  Jewish  Committee’s 
board  of  governors  came  to  Israel 
“to  study  the  Israel  condition  in 
depth.”  They  visited  many  places 
and  conducted  many  conversations. 
At  the  end  of  the  study,  their  presi¬ 
dent,  Richard  Maass,  chose  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  it  would  be  “hard  to 
'sell'  Hebron  settlement  in  the 
U.S.” 

It  transpired  later  that  in  all  their 
“studies"  they  had  not  discussed  the 
subject  of  Hebron  with  a  single 
person  who  might  have  been  ex¬ 
pected  to  express  a  positive  opinion 
and  explain  settlement  in  Hebron 
(or  the  general  policy  of  re¬ 
establishing  the  Jewish  presence  in 
all  of  Western  Eretz  Yisrael). 

To  epitomize  their  method  of 
“study"  —  they  did  arrange  a 
meeting  with  Peace  Now,  but  not 
with  Gush  Emunim;  they  talked  to 
Bethlehem  Mayor  Elias  Freij,  but 
failed  to  call  on  Miriam  Levinger  of 
Hebron  —  who  could  have  told 
them  in  good  American  English 
how  it  was  possible  without  much 
difficulty  to  “sell”  the  Jewish  return 
to  Hebron  in  the  U.S. 

NOW  THE  AJC  has  produced  a 
new  study-in-depth  —  on  “attitudes 
of  American  Jews  towards  Israel 
and  Israelis."  Some  of  its  published 
findings,  on  crucial  political  ques¬ 
tions,  have  been  widely  quoted.  It 
'  consists  of  two  polls:  of  American 
“Jewish  leaders,”  and  of  the  Jewish 
community. 

There  are  36  “major  Jewish 
organizations"  in  the  U.S.  (not  to 
mention  others,  presumably  not  so 
major).  No  explanation  is  offered  by 
the  editor  of  the  poll  (Dr.  Steven  M. 
Cohen)  as  to  why  he  chose  to  poll 
the  leaders  of  only  five  of  these 
many  organizations  —  American 
Jewish  Committee,  American 
Jewish  Congress,  A.D.L.,  Bnai 
B’rith  and  U.J.A.  Conspicuously 
unpolled  are  the  leaders  of  explicit¬ 
ly  Zionist  bodies  —  the  Z.O.A., 
Zionist  Federation,  Young  Israel 
and  the  largest  (rf  them  all,  Hadas- 
sah.  Religious  leaders.  Orthodox, 
Conservative,  Reform  —  all  are  ex¬ 
cluded. 

In  the  results,  the  “chosen” 
leaders  inevitaby  appear  as  verj£, 
very  “doveish”  compared  to  the 
community.  However,  to  learn  that 
these  “leaders”  are  not  represen¬ 
tative  of  U.S.  Jewry  (though  they 
are  the  ones  usually  quoted  in  the 
U.S.  media  hostile  to  Israel)  we  do 
not  need  Dr.  Cohen's  poll 

EVEN  MORE  significant  are  the 
methods  adopted  by  Dr.  Cohen  in 
the  “popular"  poll.  The  names  of 
the  people  approached  were  culled 


neglected  by  their  parents  and  in¬ 
firm,  elderly  people  should  now  pay 
the  price  for  the  artificially  high 
standard  of  living  enjoyed  during 
the  last  few  years  mainly  by  the  mid¬ 
dle-  and  upper-income  groups? 

Even  if  things  now  are  a  bit 
tougher  for  those  who  used  cheap 
foreign  currency  to  buy  trips  abroad 
and  fancy  electronic  gadgets,  is  this 
any  justification  for  cracking  down 
on  vocational  training  for  the  han¬ 
dicapped  and  for  wayward  youth? 

In  addition  to  these  principles  of 
“social  justice"  befitting  Sodom  and 
Gomorra,  there  is  also  a  political 
reason  for  the  Treasury’s  pressure 
on  die  ministry  to  cut  back.  In  a 
coalition  government,  the  burden 
must  appear  to  be  spread  evenly, 
even  if  it  is.  not.  It  would  be  bad 
form  for  Finance  Minister  Cohen- 
Orgad  to  let  a  ministry  controlled 
by  Tami  escape  the  cuts,  while  ap¬ 
plying  the  axe  to  ministries  held  by 
other  parties. 

It  should  be  noted,  though,  that  in 
this  round  of  attempted  cuts  no  one 
has  even  hinted  that  allocations  for 


Agudat  Yisrael  will  be  reduced. 
And  the  cabinet  has  already  caved 
in  to  pressure  from  Tehiya  that  will 
make  it  impossible  to  cut  back  on 
new  settlements  in  the  territories. 

ANOTHER  tempting  prey  for  the 
Treasury  in  the  field  of  “welfare" 
is  the  allocations  of  the  National  In¬ 
surance  Institute  (Nil),  such  as 
children's  allowances  and  old-age 
pensions.  This  week,  Cobeo-Orgad 
revived  the  idea  raised  by  the 
Treasury  last  August  of  cutting 
several  billions  from  these  benefits, 
or  taxing  them,  which  would 
amount  to  the  same  thing. 

It  cannot  be  stressed  often 
enough  that  the  children's  al¬ 
lowances  do  not  serve  a  welfare 
function,  except  for  families  with 
low  incomes  and  many  children. 
For  families  with  incomes  high 
enough  to  be  taxed,  the  children’s 
allowances  are  simply  another  name 
for  tax  deductions  for  dependents 
that  exist  throughout  the  western 
world.

Dissent  or 
deceit?

from  lists  prepared  by  a  professional 
marketing  organization,  out  of 
telephone  directories.  Throughout 
the  U.S.,  of  1,200  people  reached 
640  responded.  Maybe  these  640  ore 
representative. 

It  is  no  longer  a  secret  that  the 
results  of  a  poll  are  weighted  not 
only  by  the  subject  of  the  questions, 
but  by  the  way  they  are  worded.  In 
this  poll  a  new  dimension  was  added 
to  the  slant:  the  omissions,  the  essen¬ 
tial  questions  left  unasked.  Here  is 
an  example  of  this  method: 

Dr.  Cohen  asks  for  a  reaction  to 
12  “positions  often  articulated  by 
some  of  Israel’s  principal  political 
leaders  and  parties."  Two  of  these 
positions  are  not  relevant  to  the 
debate  on  the  Arab-Israel  conflict 
and  we  can  ignore  them  here.  Of  the 
other  ten  positions,  nine  (repeat 
nine)  are  hostile  to  the  positions  of 
the  government.  Thus  all  but  one  of 
the  Likud  positions  are  not  ar¬ 
ticulated  in  this  questionnaire  at  all. 

Thus  Cohen  quotes  a  position 
(pages  33-34):  “Israel  should  offer 
the  Arabs  territorial  compromise  on 
Judea,  Samaria  and  Gaza  in  return 
for  credible  guarantees  of  peace” 
(roughly  the  Labour  Party  position). 

He  does  not  quoLe  the  Likud 
position,  which  could  read:  "Sur¬ 
render  of  territory  will  not  bring 
peace  but,  as  in  the  past,  will  en¬ 
courage  renewed  Arab  aggression 
as  dictated  by  Arab  and  Moslem 
religious  doctrine.” 

He  quotes:  “Israel  should  sus¬ 
pend  the  expansion  of  settlement  in 
order  to  encourage  peace 
negotiations.” 

He  does  not  quote;  “Israel  should 
continue  to  settle  in  Judea  and 
Samaria,  which  ensure  the  essential 
security  of  the  State." 

He  quotes:  “Palestinians  have  a 
right  to  a  homeland  on  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza,  so  long  as  it  does 
not  threaten  Israel”. 

But  not,  for  example:  "A  Palesti¬ 
nian  Arab  state  already  exists,  oc¬ 
cupying  three-fourths  of  the 
country:  Transjordan  (now  called 
Jordan),  originally  given  to  the 
Arabs  to  serve  the  interests  of 
British  imperialism.” 

And  so  on,  and  so  on. 


are  paid  as  cash  transfers  through 
the  Nil  instead  of  being  used  to 
reduce  the  wage-earner’s  monthly 
tax  burden.  Thus,  two  workers  with 
the  same  income  pay  the  same  in¬ 
come  tax,  but  the  one  with  more 
children  gets  a  higher  children  al¬ 
lowance. 

This  system  was  instituted  as  part 
of  the  Ben-Shahar  tax  reform  of 
1975.  The  purpose  was  to  provide 
benefits  for  families  with  incomes 
too  low  to  be  taxed,  and  thus  unable 
to  take  advantage  of  the  tax  deduc¬ 
tions  that  helped  higher  income 
families.  Since  then,  however,  the 
Treasury  has  allowed  inflation  to 
erode  the  value  of  the  allowances, 
so  that  they  are  worth  about  half 
now  what  they  were  then. 

As  if  that  were  not  enough,  the 
Treasury  now  proposes  doing  away 
with  children’s  allowances  for  the 
first  two  children.  This  comes  after 
having  already  won  cabinet  agree¬ 
ment  to  tax  the  allowances  for  the 
first  two  children  in  families  in  the 
50  per  cent  marginal-tax  bracket. 

If  Israel  had  a  normal  system  of 
tax  deductions  for  dependents  in¬ 
stead  of  the  children’s  allowances, 
and  the  Treasury  tried  to  impose  a 

working  for  policies  which  imperil

The  only  ray  of  light  in  the 
otherwise  bleak  picture  is  the 
developing  accord  that  may  be 
reached  between  the  warring  fac¬ 
tions  in  Beirut  in  the  coming  days. 

In  the  meantime,  one  can  expect 
to  see  more  Israeli  punitive  raids 
launched  against  terrorist  bases  in 
the  north;  more  crack  Israeli  troops 
assigned  to  pacifying  restive  local 
populations  in  Lebanon  instead  of 
training  to  fight  this  country's  real 
enemies;  more  restrictions  on  the 
freedom  of  movement  between 
North  and  South  Lebanon;  more 
curfews  and  new  waves  of  preven¬ 
tive  arrests  by  the  security  forces  of 
potential  trouble-makers. 

One  can  only  hope  that  by  the 
time  we  and  the  Americans  do 
eventually  redeploy  or  pull  out, 
Southern  Lebanon  will  not  have 
become  Israel's  North  Bank. 

Basically,  and  one  supposes  cor¬ 
rectly.  the  Americans  do  not  want 
Israel  to  make  any  moves  in 
Lebanon  that  would  leave  a  status 
quo  in  the  north,  while  making  a 
protracted  slay  for  Israel  in  the 
south  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

Israeli  political  sensitivity  to 
America’s  position  in  Lebanon  is 
perhaps  the  major  factor  preventing 
yet  another  unilateral  withdrawal  at 
this  point  in  time.  And  given  Israel's 
increased  dependence  on  America 
in  terms  both  of  strategic  coopera¬ 
tion  and  economic  aid,  it  seems 
highly  unlikely  that  the  withdrawal 
to  the  Zaharani  will  come  about  as 
long  as  the  Marines  are  deployed  in 
Beirut.

tax  on  the  deductions,  then  there 
w’ould  be  rioting  in  the  streets. 
Evidently  most  people  have  mis¬ 
takenly-  come  to  regard  the  al¬ 
lowances  as  “welfare,"  no  matter 
who  benefits  from  them. 

ABOUT  CUTTING  old-age  pen¬ 
sions,  little  needs  lo  be  said.  How 
can  anyone  justify  reducing  pay¬ 
ments  to  a  group  that  already  has  a 
low  income,  and  whose  expenses  for 
basic  needs  such  as  food,  electricity 
and  medical  care  have  already 
zoomed  upward  in  the  last  few 
months?  And  to  add  insult  to  injury, 
the  Treasury  has  opposed  the  de¬ 
mands  by  the  Nil  to  give  the  low- 
income  elderly  full  compensation 
for  the  spiralling  price  rises. 

This  makes  it  difficult,  to  put  it 
mildly,  to  take  seriously  the 
protestations  of  the  finance  minister 
that  his  economic  policy  will  not 
worsen  the  situation  of  the  weak 
and  the  poor. 

The  Treasury's  demands  for  cuts 
in  welfare  —  in  its  narrow  sense  of 
help  for  lhose_  who  can’t  help 
themselves  —■  amount  to  nothing 
less  than  preying  on  the  weak  and 
the  poor,  not  protecting  them.  It 
will  be  up  to  Tami  to  fulfil  its  claims 
to  represent  this  group,  and  to  rock 
the  coalition  boat  if  need  be,  even 
to  the  point  of  sinking  it  altogether.

headlines  of  the  daily  press  one 
would  think  that  the  entire  con¬ 
scious  existence  of  the  average 
Israeli  revolves  around  three 
clusters:  the  events  in  Lebanon; 
those  in  J  udea  and  Samaria;  and  the 
undoing  of  the  banks  and  of  the 
economy. 

One  of  the  very  important  areas 
that  has  been  almost  totally  ob¬ 
scured  as  a  result  of  the  media’s 
tendency  to  over-concentrate  on 
these  news  focuses  is  the  Diaspora 
world.  Literally  months  pass 
between  reports  in  the  electronic 
media  and  the  press  on  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  Jewish  world. 

I  n  the  early  years  of  the  state  such 
>  situation  was  perhaps  understan- 
.-aable.  Israel  was  the  creation  of  a 
Zionist  movement  whose  ideology 
included  the  negation  of  the  gabtt. 
The  two,  Israel  and  the  Exile  (later 
softened  into  the  Diaspora),  were 
seen  as  antithetical  concepts.  Thus 
the  “healthy”  new  Jew  of  the 
restored  Jewish  Commonwealth 
-  could  not  be  expecLed  to  take  too 
'much  of  an  interest  in  the 
.“shameful”  fact  of  continued 
Jewish  existence  in  exile,  especially 
if  that  exile  was  voluntary  and  thus 
reminiscent  of  the  biblical  theme  of 
the  fleshpots  of  Egypt. 

These  basic  attitudes  are  still 
.  manifested  periodically  in  the  ex- 
'hortations  to  aliya  that  have 
become  obligatory  at  any  assembly 
.  of  Israelis  and  Diaspora  Jews,  at 
least  in  Israel.  But  the  truth  is  that 
Israeli  attitudes  to  world  Jewry  have 
changed  in  the  past  decade. 

Israel’s  greater  dependence  on 
the  political  power  of  certain  Jewish 
communities  abroad,  and  especially 
.of  American  Jewry,  has  certainly  in¬ 
creased  the  average  Israeli’s 
awareness  of  the  interdependence 
.between  the  two.  The  sense  that  in 
the  final  analysis  Israel  could  de¬ 
pend  only  on  world  Jewry  has  in¬ 
creased  with  the  deepening  of 
Israel’s  political  isolation  in  the 
1970s  and  1980s. 

This  interest  has  remained  largely 
unfocused,  however,  and  rather 
vague.  Part  of  the  fault  for  failing  to 
translate  that  potential  into  vibrant 
familiarity  with  current  Jewish 
■events  lies  with  the  media.  But  an 
even  larger  part  derives  from  the  in- 
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Yehuda  Bauer—  apt  choice  to  head  anti-Semitism  study.  (Ackerman) 


tellectual- bankruptcy  of  the  World 
Zionist  Organization. 

IbPTHE  HOPE  of  finding  an  oasis 
with  a  fountain  of  Jewish  news  in 
the  Zionist  establishment  desert,  I 
recently  sat  in  on  the  concluding 
seminar  of  the  Study  Circle  on 
World  Jewry  that  is  an  ongoing  pro¬ 
ject  under  the  auspices  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  State. 

The  subject  of  the  seminar  that 
ended  this  year's  three  days  of  dis¬ 
cussion  at  Beit  Hanassi,  was 
“Israel’s  Place  in  Diaspora  Jewry 
Today:  Changing  Perceptions.” 

The  study  circle,  consisting  of 
over  100  academics  and  medium- 
level  officials  from  the  Jewish 
Agency  —  and  hardly  any  from  the 
Israel  government,  except  for  a  few 
eX-ambassadore,  had  met  several 
times  during  year  to  hear 
various  papers  on  perceptions  of 
Israel  in  thq.v%ig,us  /fiasporas. 

The  concluding  seminar  gathered 
many.of  these  reports  together  and 
served  as  a  meeting  place  for  people 
who,  it  soon  became  apparent, 
know  each  other  and  each  other's 


opinions.  The  reports  ranged  from 
trenchant  analyses  to  maudlin  la¬ 
ments  about  the  dousing  of  the 
Evolutionary  spark  of  early 
Zgortism. 

For  me  the  most  interesting 
feature  of  the  seminar  came  in  two 
consistent  but  quite  obviously  off- 
the-cuff  remarks  by  President  Her¬ 
zog.  In  his  words  of  welcome,  he 
urged  the  conferees  to  focus  on  the 
pragmatic  question  of  what  was  to 
be  done  with  the  situations  they 
were  prepared  to  analyse. 

The  request  was  given  short 
shrift.  In  his  dsoing  remarks,  the 
president,  who  was  never  a  Zionist 
askew  or  a  working  intellectual  but  a 
military  man,  called  in  effect  for  the 
establishment  of  a  policy-oriented 
think  tank  to  go  into  the  problems 
that  had  been  discussed  by  the 
Study  Circle  with  an  eye  to  making 
recommendations  for  action. 

Certainly  not  a  revolutionary 
proposal,  but  one  whose  time  has 
definitely  come.  The  main  impres¬ 
sion  left’by  the  various  reports  was 
that  the  essence  of  the  relationship 


-PROFESSOR  Yirmiyahu  Branover 
has  a  message.  Unlike  his 
namesake,  the  Prophet  Jeremiah,  it 
is  not  a  message  of  doom,  but  of 
hope.  But  Branover’s  message,  too, 
is  falling  on  deaf  ears. 

•  Branover  is  professor  of 
magnetohydrodynamics  at  Ben- 
Guriop  University,  and  he  heads  the 
.international  power-plant  project 
there  that  is  seeking  to  -produce  «- 
cheap  energy  from  heat.  His  avoca¬ 
tion  is  the  work  he  does  as  chairman 
of  Shamir  ( Shomrel  Mitzvot  Yotzei 
Rusya ),  an  organization  of  Orthodox 
immigrants  from  Russia  that  has 
published  100  books  in  Russian  on 
Jewish  subjects,  including  transla¬ 
tions  of  the  Pentateuch  with 
selected  commentaries,  the  Ethics 
of  the  Fathers,  and  Yehuda  Halevi’s 
Kuzari. 

If  the  Soviet  authorities  re¬ 
opened  the  exit  gates  to  Russian 
Jewry  tomorrow,  says  Branover,  not 
even  one  in  a  hundred  would  come 
to  Israel.  They  lack  Jewish  roots, 
and  even  if  they  want  to  leave  Rus¬ 
sia,  it  makes  much  more  sense  to 
them  to  choose  America  over 
Israel.  Which  means  that  instead  of 
assimilating  in  Russia,  they  will  do 
so  in  the  U.S. 

The  solution,  then,  is  to  foster 
Jewish  consciousness  among  the 
Jews  of  Russia,  and  to  do  this  so  in¬ 
tensively  that  they  will  demand  the 
right  to  leave  For  Israel.  Even  to 
bring  American  Jews  to  Israel,  he 
observes,  you  must  first  interest 
them  in  Jewish  history  and  culture. 

“It  wasn't  the  external  pressure 
that  opened  the  gates  in  the  early 
19.70s,”  says  Branover.  “That  was 
only  a  contributing  cause.  What  did 
the  trick  was  the  demonstrations  at 
Zionist  activists  inside  Russia,  their 
hunger  strikes,  their  protest  letters 
to  Soviet  leaders." 

THE  GRAVITY  of  the  problem  is 
clear  from  a  glance  at  the  statistics. 
The  393  Russian  Jews  who  came  to 
Israel  in  1983  constituted  the  lowest 
figure  in  20  years.  (The  high  was  in 
1973,  with  33,477.)  And  every  year 
that  passes  means  a  further  attrition 
in  the  magnitude  of  Russian  Jewry. 

In  the  past  25  years,  Branover  es¬ 
timates,  between  800,000  and  900,000 
Jews  “disappeared"  as  a  result  of 
assimilation,  mixed  marriages  (still 
close  to  50  per  cent)  and  a  very  low 
birth  rate.  His  computation:  the 
Jews  then  numbered  3  million,  and 
even  if  as  many  as  300,000  have 
emigrated  that  should  have  left  27 
million.  But  the  number  who  are  of¬ 
ficially  registered  as  Jews  is  now 
only  between  1.8  and  1.9  million. 
Even  so,  this  is  one  fourth  of 
Diaspora  Jewry.

history  and  tradition,  with  tefillin 
and  prayer  books,  with  Jewish 
history  books  for  children  in 
Hebrew  and  Russian  and  with  cas¬ 
settes  containing  Jewish  songs  and 
music. 

This,  he  is  convinced,  will  do 
more  to  bring  Jews  to  Israel  than 
any  number  of  protest  marches 
along  Fifth  Avenue. 

All  the  former  Russian  Zionist  ac¬ 
tivists  now  in  Israel  agree  on  this 
point,  he  says.  And  something  is  be- 
ing  done  along  the  lines  he 
proposes.  He  praises  Jewish  Agency 
chairman  Arye  Dulzin  and  Yehuda 
Dominitz,  head  at  its  Aliya  Depart¬ 
ment,  for  providing  such  material. 
Prof.  Benjamin  Fain,  of  Tel  Aviv 
University,  is  doing  good  work  in 
this  area,*Joot  he  says.  The 
Memorial  Foundation  for  Jewish 
Culture  is  involved,  as  are  other 
organizations  and  individuals. 

BUT,  IN  GENERAL,  the  supply  of 
cultural  and  religious  materials  to 
Russian  Jews  is  regarded  as  a 
marginal  matter.  He  says  that  this 
should  be  the  primary  activity  on 
behalf  of  Soviet  Jewry. 

In  the  past  10  years,  only  about 
400  books  on  Jewish  subjects  in 
Russian  have  been  published.  And 
of  these,  some  are  novels  without 
real  Jewish  content,  Branover  says, 
and  others  are  counter-productive. 
One  such  example  is  Max  Dia- 
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m  ant’s  Jews.  Cod.  and  History, 
which  he  calls  “poisonous”  and 
“anti-Tora." 

Radio  broadcasts  from  Israel  are 
too  few,  too  short  and  poor  in  con¬ 
tent,  Branover  maintains.  The 
Voice  of  America  broadcasts  one 
hour  a  week  in  Russian  on  Jewish 
religious  and  educational*  subjects. 
But  Branover  is  sure  that  American 
Jews  have  enough  influence  to  get 
this  increased  to  five  hours  a  day. 

Of  course,  this  would  require  the 
preparation  of  a  tremendous 
amount  of  material.  But  the  invest¬ 
ment  would  be  worthwhile:  it  would 
be  many  times  more  effective  than 
much  of  the  work  being  done  by 
aliya  emissaries. 

THE  ONLY  encouraging  trend 
among  Russian  Jewry,  in  fact  “the 
most  miraculous  development  in  re¬ 
cent  Jewish  history”  has  been  a 
religious  revival  encompassing  a 
few  thousand  people, 
ment,  Branover  says,  adding  wryly: . 
“Maybe  that's  why  some  people  are 
not  too  excited  about  it  —  they 
wouldn’t  be  comfortable  with  so 
many  bearded,  black-garbed  ba'alei 
t’shuva  (“returnees"  to  Judaism), 
some  of  them  extremists.  They  will 
come  as  full-fledged  members  of 
Israel  society,  with  their  own  ideas 
and  speaking  fluent  Hebrew.” 

Branover  gives  thumbnail 
sketches  of  a  few  of  these  returnees. 
One  of  them  is  Michael  Shneider, 
now  24  or  25,  who  was  reared  in  a 


between  Israel  and  the  Diaspora  has 
changed  while  we  have  been  busy 
looking  elsewhere. 

We  have  to  admit  that  Israel  is 
not  a  central  factor  in  the  daily  lives 
of  the  majority  of  the  Jews  in  the 
Diaspora;  but  there  is  no  question 
that  the  centrality  of  Israel  to  the 
organized  life  of  Jewish  com¬ 
munities  everywhere  has  been  es¬ 
tablished. 

As  Israelis,  we  are  used  to  think¬ 
ing  in  terms  of  an  Israel  whose  basic 
existence  continues  to  be 
threatened  and  of  what  Diaspora 
Jewry  can  contribute  to  overcome 
that  threat.  We  are  less  aware  that 
in  today’s  world,  it  is  thf  continued 
survival  of  world  Jewry  that  is  more 
under  threat  than  Israel. 

THERE  ARE  many  matters  con¬ 
cerning  Jewish  survival  that  fall 
between  several  stools:  the  Israel 
government  is  too  busy  with  its  own 
affairs:  the  Zionist  Executive  has 
long  been '  moribund;  Diaspora 
organizations  at  their  best  can  see 
only  part  of  the  picture;  projects 
like  the  President's  Study  Circle  are 
too  academic. 

The  coming  year’s  seminar, 
which  will  be  coordinated  by  Prof. 
Yehuda  Bauer,  replacing  Prof. 
M  oshe  Davis,  also  of  the  Hebrew 
University's  Institute  for  the  Study 
of  Contemporary  Jewpi,  will  be 
devoLed  to  consideration  of  the 
recrudescence  of  anti-Semitism. 

Prof.  Bauer,  one  of  the  world’s 
foremost  students  of  the  Holocaust, 
is  certainly  an  apt  choice  to  head 
the  study  of  such  a  subject.  But  the 
subject  itself  is  a  good  example  of 
the  need  not  just  for  an  academic 
treatment  but  for  policy-oriented 
research. 

There  are  many  other  topics  that 
deserve  such  pragmatic  treatment. 
What  can  we  learn  from  Israel's 
failure  to  do  anything  about 
murderous  anti-Semitism  in  Argen¬ 
tina  in  recent  years?  What  can 
Israel  and  Jewish  communities  do 
about  the  suicidal  demographic 
contraction  of  the  Jewish  people  in 
the  Diaspora? 

What  is  required  is  not  more  talk, 
even  intelligent  talk.  What  is  sorely 
needed  is  a  framework  and  a 
mechanism  for  study  leading  to  the 
formulation  of  programmes  that  will 
be  translated  into  action. 


completely  assimilated  home.  -A 
math  genius,  he  received  his  MA 
from  Moscow  University  at  the  age 
of  16  Yi. 

In  the  three  years  after  his  return 
to  Judaism,  he  moved  from  the 
aleph  bet  to  teaching  Talmud.  And 
when  he  arrived  in  Israel  three  years 
ago,  he  gave  up  math  in  order  to 
concentrate  on  Talmud  and 
Hasidism,  ----- 

For  the  sake  of  convenience, 
Branover  calls  this  religious  revival 
a  “movement,”  but  it  was  a  spon¬ 
taneous  development,  and  even  to¬ 
day  there  is  no  organization.  It  was 
sparked  by  old  people  who  had 
received  a  yeshiva  education  in 
their  youth. 

The  returnees  believe  in  the  im¬ 
portance  of  sharing  whatever  they 
learn,  whether  it  is  the  Hebrew 
alphabet,  halacha,'  or  a  bit  of 
Chumash  and  Rashi.  Everyone  is 
simultaneously  a  pupil  and  a 
teacher. 

That’s  why  this  development  has 
a  future.  The  people  who  are  part  of 
it  don't  cut  themselves  off  from  the 
world.  Their  way  is  to  reach  out. 

The  nucleus  of. this  "movement" 
numbers  at  least  2.000.  says 
Branover.  And  perhaps  as  many  as 
another  10,000  are  connected  to  it. 
Two  thousand  out  of  almost  two 
million  may  not  be  much,  be  says, 
but  five  years  ago  there  were  only  a 
dozen.  It's  the  only  development 
there  with  content,  with  a  program¬ 
me. 

WHY  HAVEN'T  they  come  to 
Israel?  The  reason  only  a  few  dozen 
have  done  so  is  that  this  all  started 
after  the  opportunity  of  leaving  had 
been  considerably  curtailed. 

In  a  sense,  though,  this  has 
strengthened  the  “movement.” 
And.  despite  the  penalties  they  face, 
they  manage  to  provide  an  un¬ 
compromising  Jewish  education  for 
their  children. 

People  who  visit  Russia  and  see 
the  ha'alei  t’shuva  walking  in  the 
streets  of  Moscow  with  their  payot, 
their  black  suits,  and  black  hats, 
risking  arrest  by  the  KGB,  can’t 
believe  their  eyes.  “In  my  day  Ihe 
came  to  Israel  in  1972.  from  Rigal,  I 
wouldn't  have  dared  to  do  that.  No 
one  who  hasn’t  lived  in  Russia  can 
appreciate  such  heroism.” 

WHEN  HISTORIAN  Marlin 
Gilbert  addressed  the  recent  open 
meeting  of  the  Knesset  aliya  com¬ 
mittee.  charging  the  Israel  establish¬ 
ment  and  media  with  neglecting  the 
problem  of  Soviet  Jewry,  he  said, 
paraphrasing  Winston  Churchill: 
“The  people  for  whom  we  are 
fighting  have  the  right  to  a  plan  as 
well  as  a  cause." 

Branover  has  a  plan.  “Push  the 
Soviet  Jews  back  to  their  roots. 
Motivate  them  so  strongly  that  they 
will  demand  aliya.  And  if  they  de¬ 
mand  it  hard  enough,  they'll  gel  it!”

She  added:  “Wc  have  got  to  make 
alternative  arrangements,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  Beirut  area,  and  the

No  IDF  casualties 
in  Sidon  attacks

Israeli  forces  were  attacked  three 
limes  in  Sidon  yesterday.  There 
were  no  military  casualties  in  the  at¬ 
tacks.  but  Israel  Defence  Forces  of¬ 
ficials  say  they  take  “a  grave  view** 
of  the  attacks. 

Early  in  the  morning,  an  IDF  ar¬ 
moured  personnel  carrier  on  patrol 
rode  over  and  detonated  a  mine.  No 
soldiers  were  hurt  but  a  local  resi¬ 
dent  was  wounded  and  taken  to 
hospital. 

Some  hours  later,  a  hand  grenade 
was  thrown  al  an  Israeli  vehicle  in 
the  centre  of  the  city.  A  second 
hand  grenade  was  hurled  at  an  IDF 
truck  in  the  afternoon  near  Star 
Square  in  the  city,  causing  a  flat 
lire,  but  no  injuries. 

The  attacks  came  after  two  days 
of  relative  quiet.

An  investigation  was  begun, 
and  yesterday,  former  mayor  Wahid 
Hamdallah  was  picked  up  for 
questioning.  According  to  regula¬ 
tions  in  effect  in  Judea  and  Samaria, 
he  may  be  held  by  police  for  up  to 
18  days. 

He  is  the  only  suspect  being  held 
now.  the  police  said.  (Itimj.

The  administration  yesterday- 
refused  to  comment  on  Israel's 
aerial  pounding  of  Baalbek  in 
Syrian-controlled  Lebanon.  Despite 
repeated  questioning  by  reporters, 
spokesmen  al  the  While  House  and 
State  Depart ment  refused  to 
criticize  the  Israeli  actions.  This  was 
in  marked  contrast  to  earlier  con¬ 
demnations  of  similar  Israeli  air 
strikes  that  were  said  to  have 
resulted  in  civilian  casualties. 

The  Israeli  ambassador  in 
Washington.  Meir  Rosenne,  met 
yesterday  with  Shultz  at  the  State 
Department.  Lebanon  was  on  the 
agenda  —  as  were  Israeli-Egyplian 
relations,  the  joint  French-Egyptian 
effort  to  revise  UN  Resolution  242. 
and  the  first  meeting  of  the  U.S.- 
Israeli  military/political  group,  now 
scheduled  for  January  21  in 
Washington. 

U.S.  relations  with  Syria  seem  to 
have  improved  in  the  wake  or 
Syria's  decision  to  release  U.S.  Navy 
flier  Robert  Goodman. 

Al  the  Pentagon  yesterday, 
spokesman  Michael  Burch  pointed¬ 
ly  told  reporters  that  U.S.  F- 14 
reconnaissance  flights  over  Syrian- 
controlled  areas  in  Lebanon  have 
not  been  resumed  since  Goodman’s 
return  to  the  U.S. 

Earlier  in  the  week.  U.S.  officials 


insisted  they  had  not  made  any  con¬ 
cessions  to  the  Syrians  in  order  to 
win  Goodman’s  freedom.  The  last 
reconnaissance  flights  occurred  on 
Tuesday,  just  hours  before 
Goodman  left  Damascus. 

Still.  U.S.  officials  insisted  that 
the  suspension  of  the  flights  was  not 
directly  related  to  Goodman's 
release.  They  maintained  that  they 
were  not  required  over  the  pas;  48 
h'iurs  and  would  resume  if  neces¬ 
sary. 

Other  U.S.  observers,  however, 
called  ths  suspension  a  -".signal"  to 
ihe  Syrians  to  play  a  more  construc¬ 
tive  role  in  easing  the  tensions  in 
Lebanon. 

Goodman's  -\-6  attack  fighter 
was  called  into  action  (and  even¬ 
tually  downed)  after  Syrian  ground- 
to-air  missiles  shot  at  the  U.S. 
reconnaissance  flights.  At  the  time, 
the  Americans  pledged  to  continue 
those  flights  despite  Syrian  threats 
to  continue  shooting  at  ihem 

On  Capitol  Hill,  there  has  been  a 
slight  easing  of  the  pressure  to  pull 
the  marines  out  over  the  past  24 
hours  as  McFurlane  and  other 
senior  administration  olTicijIs  con¬ 
tinue  their  closed-door  briefings  for 
selected  senators  and  represen¬ 
tatives.  But  the  White  House  is 
known  to  believe  that  clear  progress 
will  have  to  be  achieved  in  the  com¬ 
ing  "two  or  three"  weeks  in  order  to 
stem  the  crowing  tide  of  criticism  of 
the  marine  presence  in  Lebanon.

ONE  OF  THE  odd  aspects  of 
modern  life  is  the  speed  with  which 
we  gel  bored  with  media  coverage 
of  catastrophes,  even  when  they  af¬ 
fect  us  personally.  Every  stage  of 
our  descent  into  economic  chaos 
has  had  iLs  moments  of  high  drama, 
but,  after  a  couple  of  days,  we  lose 
interest  and  become  obsessed  by  a 
longing  to  escape  from  our  troubles. 

Only  last  week  I  wrote  that  the 
television  news  and  commentaries 
about  the  economy  had  the  fascina¬ 
tion  for  my  eyes  and  ears  that  an 
abscessed  tooth  has  for  my  tongue. 
Bui  now  1  am  finding  that  the  pain 
has  sullied  into  a  dull,  chronic  ache, 
and  that  all  1  want  is  escapism  as  an 
analgesic. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  what 
exactly  the  role  of  Israel  Television 
should  be  at  such  a  time.  Obviously, 
the  primary  duty  of  the  people  at 
TV  House  is  to  give  us  the  truth  and 
the  whole  truth,  however  awfui  it 
may  be:  but  do  they  need  to  give  us 
nothing  but  the  truth?  They  have  to 
hold  their  mirror  up  to  nature,  and 
to  show  us  our  economy  blowing 
away  like  sand  in  a  desert  storm, 
while  the  government,  like  camel 
drivers,  cower  behind  the  camels  in 
efforts  to  avoid  the  stinging  parti¬ 
cles.  But  does  TV  House  have  to  go 
on  and  on  and  on,  on  every  possible 
programme,  rubbing  our  noses  in 
the  mess? 

Theoretically,  the  answer,  I  sup¬ 
pose.  must  be  in  the  affirmative.  We 
sinned  when  we  voted  the  rascaJs 
into  power,  and  it  is  ethically  just 
that  we  should  pay  for  our  folly.  But 
the  punishment  of  TV’s  preoccupa¬ 
tion  with  our  economic  woes  is 
beginning  to  inspire  such  boredom 
that  the  temptation  to  switch  over 
to  Jordan  is  almost  irresistible. 

During  the  Great  Depression  of 
the  Thirties,  Americans  found 
solace  in  singing,  “No  more  money 
in  the  bank,  no  more  petrol  in  the 
tank.  What  to  do  about  it?  Let's  put 
out  the  light  and  go  to  bed."  In  a

similar  predicament  in  these  more 
sophisticated  days,  we  would  like, 
as  long  as  there  is  some  electricity 
still  available,  to  watch  some  televi¬ 
sion  first. 

AGAINST  this  background.  Meir 
Shaiev’s  Good  Hour  last  Friday 
provided  the  perfect  anodyne.  It 
was  piquant,  amusing  and  even  in¬ 
formative.  without  at  any  stage 
reminding  us  that  the  country  was  in 
an  appalling  mess. 

ShaJev  has  become  an  excep¬ 
tional  compere.  His  dry  wit  when  he 
was  a  guest  on  the  programme  was 
always  a  delight:  but  what  is  ideal  in 
a  guest  is  not  necessarily  so  in  a 
host.  When  he  took  over  The  Good 
Hour,  he  tended  to  be  a  little  too 
sharp,  too  much  inclined  to  draw  at¬ 
tention  to  his  own  jests,  and  did  not 
bring  out  the  best  in  his  guests.  I  felt 
that  he  was  using  them  as  targets  for 
his  arrows,  rather  than  encouraging 
them  to  show  us  their  own  prowess. 
They  must  have  felt  rather  like  a 
baited  bear  he  is  the  star  of  the 
show,  but  is  not  enjoying  it  nearly  as 
much  as  the  dogs  that  are  baiting 
him-  or  the  audience  roaring  their 
applause. 

Now  I  find  that  Shalev  has  mel¬ 
lowed,  has  tempered  his  wit  with 
amiability,  without  abating  the  good 
humour  and  dry  comments  he  in¬ 


jects  into  the  programme.  His 
guests  are  responding  very  positive- 
ly  to  this  new  approach,  and  the 
show  us  a  whole  is  correspondingly 
more  enjoyable. 

This  new  approach  was  par¬ 
ticularly  noticeable  in  his  handling 
or  Freda  Gudowitz.  the  head  of  the 
Ram  bam  Organization  of  Natural 
Health.  An  expert  on  natural  foods, 
medicines  and  aphrodisiacs,  she 
dresses  and  does  her  hair  somewhat 
eccentrically.  She  could  very  easily 
have  been  made  the  butt  of  super¬ 
cilious  jokes:  instead,  Shalev  jollied 
her  along  very  gently,  and  she 
positively  flowered  like  one  or  her 
aloes.  His  passionate  ejaculation, 
"Freda*”,  after  he  drank  her 
aphrodisiac  was  very  funny,  without 
being  in  the  least  offensive. 

Her  description  of  a  Shangri-la 
somewhere  in  the  Himalayas,  where 
people  live  forever  without  money, 
without  police,  without  illness  and 
without  old  age  made  the  kind  of 
life  she  is  advocating  for  us  seem 
rather  tempting.  But  the  thought  of 
a  perfect  steak,  dark  on  the  outside 
and  full  of  blood  in  the  middle, 
embellished  by  this  and  that,  and 
supplemented  with  appropriate  li¬ 
quids,  put  me  off  the  perfect  ex¬ 
istence.  Besides,  who  wants  to  live 
forever?  As  Mark  Twain's  Pud- 
d'nhead  Wilson  said.  “The  reason 


"Dallas”  star  Omri  Katz,  who 
portrays  J.R.’S  SOIL  i  Israel  Sun) 

that  people  weep  at  a  funeral,  and 
rejoice  at  a  birth,  is  that  they  are  not 
the  party  concerned.” 

ANOTHER  of  Shalev's  guests  was 
Omri  Katz,  the  son  of  an  Israeli 
woman  settled  in  Los  Angeles. 
Here,  too.  he  resisted  the  tempta¬ 
tion  to  be  a  smart  aleck,  and  let  the 
new  young  Dallas  star  dominate  the 
stage.  This  the  boy  did  with  great 
aplomb,  explaining  that  he  enjoyed 
getting  the  fattest  part  any  modern 
juvenile  actor  can  ever  have  hoped 
for  only  because  he  would  earn 
thereby  an  enormous  amount  of 
money.  This  would  enable  him  to 
buy  his  mother  a  new  automobile 
and  a  new  home.  He  wanted  a  lot  of 
money,  he  said,  because  he  liked 
the  stuff  very  much.  When  he  said 
that  he  was  hoping  to  inherit  Ewing 
Oil.  I  was  not  quite  sure  whether  he 
was  speaking  as  John  Ross  Jr.  or  as 
Omri  Katz,  but  it  did  not  matter. 

Dr.  Thomas  Webber  —  I 
wondered  what  he  is  a  doctor  of  — 
was  once  a  member  of  the  French 
Foreign  Legion,  fighting  in  North 
Africa.  He  is  also  the  most  highly 
qualified  Jewish  karate  expert  in  the 


world.  At  one  point,  his  description 
of  how  he  felt  when  combating  ter¬ 
ror  in  Algiers  was  reminiscent  of 
how  our  soldiers  must  feel  as  an  oc¬ 
cupying  force  on  the  West  Bank, 
but  Shalev  guided  him  skilfully 
around  the  comparison  to  enable  us 
to  act  on  with  forgetting  the  news, 
and  moved  to  karate.  , 

When  Webber  was  asked  if  he 
could  break  stones  with  the  side  of 
his  hand,  he  said  very  gently  that  so 
far  the  stones  of  Jerusalem  had  not 
attacked  him.  a  perfect  indication 
of  his  karate  philosophy. 

A  rather  curious  interview  was 
that  with  Arye  Yitzhaki  about  the 
new  Carta  Historical  Atlas.  ShaJev 
introduced  Yitzhaki  by  saying  that 
the  Atlas  is  normally  considered  to 
be  an  ideal  present,  but  commented 
that  this  one  was  rather  different 
from  its  predecessors,  because  it 
contained  very  controversial 
materia]  3bout  the  Yom  Kippur 
War.  We  certainly  heard  some  very 
surprising  views  from  Yitzhaki, 
challenging  all  the  accepted  ver¬ 
sions  of  the  official  historians.  I 
could  not  help  feeling  that  a  more 
appropriate  place  for  so  controver¬ 
sial  a  historian  would  be  Second 
Look. 

The  show  was  introduced  by 
Nathan  Dantner  playing  Theodor 
Herzi.  He  ended  the  skit  with  a 
take-off  of  Chan  Canasta,  guessing 
what  appeared  on  a  certain  Tine  of  a 
page  in  a  book.  Unlike  Canasta, 
Herzi  explained  the  trick  —  he  said 
that  he  had  written  the  book.  The 
line  said  that,  in  the  ideal  Jewish 
state,  the  religious  would  be  kept  in 
the  synagogues  and  out  of  politics. 
Poor  Herzi  was  a  pretty  good 
prophet,  but  he  couldn't  be  right  on 
everything. 

HE  WAS  BACK  on  the  screen  — 
Herzi,  that  is  —  in  the  opening 
episode  of  Pillar  of  Fire.  I  found  this 
os  soothing  as  any  comedy  or  thril¬ 
ler.  Perhaps  it  was  seeing  the  Jews 


in  the  days  of  their  Zionist  in¬ 
nocence,  nearly  a  century  ago,  that 
made  me  forget  what  was  happen¬ 
ing  to  us  in  1984. 1  still  cannot  un¬ 
derstand  why  Yigal  Lossin  felt  that  a 
six-part  apologia  was  needed  before 
launching  his  great  project  a  second 
time  around. 

I  can  sec  that  he  must  have  sm¬ 
arted  from  the  criticism  that  it  was  a 
distortion  to  start  Zionist  history 
with  the  Dreyfus  Trial  and  its  effect 
on  Theodor  Herzi,  an  assimilated 
Viennese  Jewish  journalist.  The 
purists  are  obviously  right  that  the 
place  to  begin  was  with  the  Jews 
weeping  beside  the  waters  of 
Babylon,  and  vowing  that  they 
would  never  forget  Zion  and  would 
always  set  Jerusalem  above  their 
chiefest  joy.  Surely  it  would  have 
been  technically  possible,  before 
the  re-run,  to  insert  a  short  explana¬ 
tion  that  there  was  no  cameraman 
around  during  that  exile. 

Even  on  a  second  viewing,  I 
found  the  first  episode -absorbing. 
Lossin  has  certainly  done  a  great 
service  to  all  historians  by  preserv¬ 
ing  for  the  record  the  views  of  peo¬ 
ple  like  Max  Nurock,  Dr.  Sara 
Levite.  Victoria  Valero  and  Miriam 
Bernstein-Cohen.  Menashe 
Eliachar’s  description  of  how  the 
British  sergeant  and  the  cook  ac¬ 
cepted  the  surrender  of  Jerusalem 
in  Romema,  and  then  pleaded  for 
matches  to  light  their  cigarettes, 
was  very  piquant. 

Perhaps  because  of  the  paucity  of 
available  film,  the  episode  moved  at 
great  speed  from  Dreyfus  to 
General  Allenby  dismounting  from 
his  white  horse  at  Jaffa  Gate  to 
enter  the  Holy" City  on  foot.  What  a 
contrast  with  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II, 
who  had  the  wall  cut  so  that  he 
could  ride  in. 

The  British  really  can  show  a 
sense  of  history  when  occasion  de¬ 
mands.

^  THE  opinion  polls  are  correct,  popular  disenchantment 
wfih  the  Likud-led  government  is  deepening.  It  is  surprising 
that  this  has  taken  so  long.  For  the  mis-rule  of  the  second 
Begin  government,  exemplified  by  misconceived  military  ad¬ 
venture  in  Lebanon  and  misconceived  economic  policy  at 
home,  should  have  been  plain  to  the  entire  citizenry  long 
That  it  was  not.  can  be  ascribed  only  to  the  unbounded 
faith  so  many  of  the  people  vested  in  Mr.  Begin  —  a  faith 
which  held  even  as  he  quite  visibly  declined  and  ceased  to 
function  and  to  their  reluctance  to  consider  the  Labour 
Alignment  a  beLter  alternative. 

This  legacy  of  mis-rule  devolved  upon  Mr.  Shamir  and 
presented  him  with  a  hopeless  assignment:  to  salvage  the 
salvugable  in  Lebanon,  to  rescue  the  economy  from  looming 
disaster,  and  to  sustain  the  impaired  Likud  imagery  (but 
without  Mr.  Begin)  in  order  to  hold  together  public  support 
for  his  government  and  party. 

That  Mr.  Shamir  has  not  been  able  to  do  the  impossible  is 
no  fault  of  his  own.  His  party,  and  the  nation  for  that  matter, 
owe  him  gratitude  simply  for  accepting  such  a  mission,  and  for 
the  quiet  way  in  which  he  has  put  distance  between  his  ad¬ 
ministration  —  however  short-lived  it  may  be  —  and  the 
irrational  posturing  and  policies  which  preceded  him. 

in  Lebanon  there  are  now  signs  that  Israel  may  be  able, 
finally,  to  extricate  itself  from  the  morass.  It  will  probably  re¬ 
quire  consent  to  a  continuing,  though  reduced.  Syrian 
presence.  That  would  be  a  reversal  of  the  Israel  official  posi¬ 
tion.  But  this  is  apparently  a  price  Mr.  Shamir  is  now  ready  to 
pay,  in  return  for  some  acceptable  security  arrangements  in 
the  south. 

No  such  miraculous  helping  hand  has  appeared  for  Mr. 
Shamir  on  the  economic  front.  Quite  the  opposite.  Sensing 
chaos  and  political  defeat,  it  has  been  Mr.  Shamir's  colleague 
and  competitor,  David  Levy,  who  has  emerged  as  the  Likud’s 
prime  mover  —  eclipsing  both  the  Premier  and  the  Finance 
Minister.  But  the  problems  are  too  immense  even  for  Mr. 
Levy's  intrepid  self-confidence.  Not  even  he  can  single  han- 
dediy  forge  the  kind  of  national  cohesion,  national  discipline 
and  national  compact  that  would  muster  the  Histadrut. 
labour  and  the  private  sector  behind  a  Likud  reform 
programme  that  remains  anchored  to  Likud  priorities  and  to 
the  Likud's  coalition  arrangements. 

Battered  and  bruised.  Mr.  Shamir  and  his  party  can  also  no 
longer  unfurl  the  fearless  and  fatal  slogans  that  mesmerized 
the  Likud's  followers  under  Mr.  Begin  and  kept  his  reign  in¬ 
tact.  Mr.  Shamir  is  deprived  of  any  rallying  cry. 

All  that  keeps  his  government  coalition  together  is  fear:  fear 
of  the  electorate  and  fear  of  defection  to  the  opposition. 

This  cannot  be  a  sound  basis  for  a  government  or  a  healthy 
condition  in  which  to  confront  domestic  crisis. 

It  was  the  perdurable  Minister  of  Interior  and  Religious  Af¬ 
fairs  who  gave  expression  yesterday  to  the  government  disin¬ 
tegration  around  him.  Dr.  Burg  did  not  know  whether  the 
government  would  last  through  next  week. 

Mr.  Shamir  as  well  should  now  recognize  the  emergency 
and  decide  whether  to  prefer  national  rescue  by  an  agreement 
with  the  Labour  Alignment,  or  deepening  national  disarray.

r,T/B  OF  ALL  LIFE’S 
IffyV  tragedies,  the  death  of  a 
I  II.  spouse  is  perhaps  the 
most  harrowing.  A  major  study  of 
how  Americans  deal  with  this  pain 
reaches  a  surprising  conclusion: 
those  with  unhappy  marriages 
grieve  far  longer  for  their  lost  mates 
than  do  the  survivers  of  loving 
partnerships. 

Anguish  is  also  more  likely  to 
linger  for  years  if  a  spouse  dies  un¬ 
expectedly  or  if  the  mate  left  behind 
had  been  intensely  dependent  upon 
the  deceased. 

The  findings  are  part  of  the  final 
report  of  the  Harvard  Bereavement 
Study,  based  on  interviews  with  68 
widows  and  widowers  in  the  Boston 
area,  all  under  age  45. 

Drs.  Robert  Weiss  of  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  and  Colin  Murray 
Parkes  of  London  Hospital  Medical 
College  recently  published  their 
summary  as  a  book  called  Recovery 
from  Bereavement. 

“The  first  thing  that  surprised  us 
is  how  long  it  takes  to  recover  from 
loss.”  Weiss  said.  “When  we 
started,  everybody  thought  that 
crises  were  dealt  with  in  six  weeks 
or  so.  We  discovered  that  in  fact 
you  never  get  over  it  fully.  Bui  the 
time  required  to  re-establish  a  way 
of  lire  that  has  some  integrity  takes 
about  a  year,  and  there  is  still  a  lot 
of  distress  at  that  point.” 

The  depth*  of  despair  after  a  bad 
marriage  was  another  paradox.  Peo¬ 
ple  seemed  to  gel  helplessly  stuck  in 
grief  when  death  ended  a 
relationship  that  was  marred  by 
bickering  and  turmoil.  Many  sur¬ 
vivors  still  yearned  for  their  mates 
during  followup  interviews  two  to 
four  years  after  their  deaths. 

The  researchers  are  not  sure  why 
this  happens,  but  they  have 
theories.  For  one  thing,  there  is 
plenty  of  opportunity  for  regret  and 
self-reproach. 

“As  long  as  the  marriage  con¬ 


tinues.  there  is  hope  that  things 
might  get  better,  but  once  a  person 
is  dead,  it  is  too  late  to  say  T  m  sor¬ 
ry'.”  they  wrote.  “The  survivor 


mourns  not  only  for  the  marriage 
that  was.  but  also  for  the  marriage 
that  could  have  been  and  was  not.”

Already  in  force  have  been 
regular  cutoffs  of  electricity,  heat 
and  warm  water  several  hours  a  day, 
including  in  Bucharest,  and  a  ban 
on  neon  signs. 

Informed  sources  said  all 
kindergartens,  elementary  and  high 
schools  would  suspend  their  activity 
in  January  to  cope  with  the  energy- 
crunch. 

Among  other  measures  were  a 
shutoff  of  street  lights  in  villages 
and  of  healers  in  some  public  in¬ 
stitutions  and  homes.

bankruptcy 
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Bv  MEIR  MERHAV 


WHEN  A  FIRM  goes  broke,  the 
first  thing  that  happens  is  that  the 
courts  suspend  its  managers  and  ap¬ 
point  a  receiver.  When  a  country  is 
on  the  brink  of  bankruptcy,  the 
analogous  procedure  is  to  change 
the  government  —  hopefully,  by 
democratic  process. 

This,  as  everyone  knows,  has  not 
vet  happened  in  Israel,  and  is  not 
about  to  happen  within  weeks  or 
months.  So  the  country  has  not  vet 
formally  gone  into  receivership, 
although  the  background  paper 
which  Finance  Minister  Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad  placed  on  the  cabinet 
table  last  week  aated  bluntly  that, 
until  such  and  such  is  done  (of 
which  more  later).  Israel  will,  within 
months,  find  itself  unable  to  raise 
the  foreign  currency  for  importing 
raw  materials.  In  plain  language:  we 
need  drastic  action  to  prevent  us  go¬ 
ing  broke. 

A  budget  —  it  has  been  repeated 
u  thousand  times  —  is  the  transla¬ 
tion  into  financial  terms  of  a 
government’s  policy.  Of  its  overall, 
not  only  economic,  policy.  In  nor¬ 
mal  times,  when  difficulties  do  not 
add  up  to  a  looming  crisis,  the 
management  of  those  variables  that 
fall  within  the  compass  of  economic 
policy  proper  may  be  sufficient. 

This  is  no  longer  the  case,  as  the 
Treasury  paper  makes  abundantly 
clear.  We  are  facing  a  real  crisis. 

No  one  seriously  expects  this 
government  to  reverse  its  overall 
policy  and  climb  down  from 
political  commitments  that  are 
beyond  the  country's  resources.  It 
will  continue  to  drain  what  is  left  of 
them. 

We  are  stuck  in  Lebanon,  where 
we  went  to  conduct  a  “war  of 
choice”:  we  are  saddled  with  the 
cost  of  a  continuing  settlement 
policy  to  which  no  one  is  able  to  put 
the  real  price  tag:  we  are.  above  all. 
forced  to  pay  the  price  of  holding 
the  coalition  together  and  keeping 
this  government  in  power  for  as 
long  as  possible. 


SINCE  THERE  IS  no  reversal  of 
policy  in  the  orfing,  there  can  also 
be  no  real  change  in  the  budget,  the 
financial  expression  of  that  policy. 
That  is  why  even  Cohen-Orgad. 
who  by  training  and  ministerial 
function  surely  sees  the  implications 
and  called  for  budget  cuts  that  —  as 
his  fellow  ministers  quickly 
perceived  —  would  have  amounted 
to  some  change  of  political  course, 
did  not  dare  to  ask  for  a  cut  in  ac¬ 
tual"  government  spending. 

All  he  asked  for  was  a  cut  in  plan¬ 
ned  increases  and  —  given  the 
danger  that  with  overall  spending 
unchanged  the  economy  will  grind 
to  a  standstill  for  lack  of  foreign 
finance  —  a  redistribution  of  public 
expenditure  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
place  virtually  the  entire  burden  of

Cohen-Orgad's  message  that, 
after  three  and  a  half  decades  of 
solid  economic  achievements  Israel 
may  soon  find  itself  in  a  financial 
squeeze  similar  to  that  of  Argentina. 
Brazil  or  Mexico  (but  without  their 
resources,  and  with  a  defence 
burden  they  do  not  have)  was 
evidently  not  clear  enough  for  the 
government  to  decide  to  go  into 
receivership  —  to  the  polls.  Nor  was 
it  loud  enough  for  the  opposition, 
and  the  Histadrut  in  which  it  is  stiJI 
dominant,  to  mount  street 
demonstrations.  Israeli  women  have 
not  yet  started  to  bang  pots  and 
pans  in  the  streets,  as  they  did  in 
Chile. 

However,  the  message  was  clear 
enough  for  rhe  cabinet  to  decide  to 
put  the  Treasury  into  receivership. 
The  ministerial  economic  commit¬ 
tee  was  converted  into  a  budget 
division.  The  prerogative  for 
preparing  a  budget  —  for  decades  in 
the  Treasury's  hands  —  was  taken 
awav  from  it. 
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!6oom  A  DI6T. 


On  Tuesday,  that  ministerial 
budget  committee,  instead  of 
debating  seriously  on  priorities, 
decided  to  lake  the  easy  way  out. 
Since  the  redistribution  of  an  un¬ 
changed  total  of  public  expenditure 
still  requires  cuts  in  the  various 
ministries'  expenditures,  each 
minister  was  to  go  home  and 
prepare  his  own  proposals,  incor¬ 
porating  an  overall  targeted  slash  of 
9  per  cent. 


COHEN-ORGAD  objected.  He 
knows,  as  does  every  professional 
economist,  that  there  is  no  way  of 
cutting  government  spending  at  an 
equal  rate  across  the  board,  and 
since  no  minister  will  cut  his  budget 
by  more  than  the  agreed  uniform 
rate  and  some  will  not  be  able  to 
reduce  their  spending  by  that  much, 
the  9  per  cent  will  soon  become  6,  A 
—  or  virtually  nothing. 

The  finance  minister  may  also 
have  objected  for  a  more  basic 
reason:  across-the-board  cuts,  even 
if  implemented,  mean  that  the 
priorities  wDl  always  be  those  of 
political  expediency,  not  of  real 
social,  political  or  economic  need. 
Nevertheless,  the  minister  caved  in 
and  swallowed  the  abrogation  of  his 
office's  powers  and  competence. 

He  might  have  resigned  —  but 
that  would  probably  have  finally 
brought  the  government  down.  And 
that  is  as  little  to  his  as  it  is  to  his 
colleagues'  purpose. 

When  the  final  budget  is  stitched 
together  from  the  patches  supplied 
by  the  individual  ministries,  we  shall 
therefore  find  that  the  Tate  of  those 
firmly  resolved  budget  cuts  will  be 
the  same  as  previous  ones.  All 
finance  ministers  in  the  history  of 
Israel  have,  at  some  time  during 


their  term  of  office,  “cut”  public 
spending.  The  result  has  always 
been  an  increase. 

This  is  as  likely  to  happen  now  as 
it  has  been  in  the  past,  probably 
more  so.  Cohen-Orgad  has  success¬ 
fully  squeezed  wages  in  the  short 
run.  An  acquiescent  Histadrut, 
making  a  noise  barely  loud  enough 
to  be  heard,  has  helped  him.  As 
things  stand  now,  he  needs  no 
“package  deal"  with  the  Histadrut 
—  he  already  has  it.  He  can 
therefore  freely  use  the  most  ef¬ 
ficient  system  of  taxation  a  govern¬ 
ment  can  have  —  inflation  —  to 
reduce  real  wages,  and  thereby 
private  consumption  and  imports.

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IN  THE  SHORT  run,  sending  the 
economy  into  a  recession  —  which 
is  the  declared  "interim"  goal  of 
this  newest  economic  policy  —  and 
allowing  the  erosion  of  real 
wages  no  doubt  works,  on  the  im-. 
port  side.  The  Treasury  background 
document  presented  by  Cohen- 
Orgad  states  clearly  what  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the. exercise  is;  to  convince 
financial  institutions  abroad  that 
Israel  is  reducing  its  living  stan¬ 
dards.  so  they  will  agree  to  renew 
the  country’s  credit  lines. 

Within  no  more  than  a  few 
months,  however,  this  policy  will 
have  run  its  course.  There  are  limits 
to  the  squeeze  that  can  be  put  on 
real  wages:  in  Israel  they  are  even 
narrower  than  in  other  countries. 
And  as  the  months  go  by  and  ejec¬ 
tions  come  closer,  there  will  in¬ 
evitably  be  a  reversal  to  a  policy  of 
bribing  the  public.  This  will  no 
doubt  be  more  difficult  than  it  was 
for  Yoram  Aridor  in  1981: 
therefore,  if  the  same  political 
results  are  to  be  achieved,  it  will 
also  be  more  costly.  Any  short-term 


improvement  in  the  balance  of  pay¬ 
ments  position  will  then  be  wiped 
out. 

Even  the  hoped-for  short-term 
improvement  is  very  much  in  doubt. 
The  Treasuiy’s  predictions  of  a  10 
per  cent  increase  in  exports  (nearly 
15  per  cent  in  industrial  exports)  are 
wishful  thinking  of  the  worst  kind. 
Not  even  selling  the  added  value  of 
our  exports  at  an  effective  exchange 
rate  of,  say,  IS300  or  400  to  the  dol¬ 
lar  will  achieve  such  an  increase  in 
one  year,  after  zero  growth  in  1982 
and  1983. 

Still  more  precarious  is  the  out¬ 
look  on  the  import  side.  Next  year 
the  Treasury  will  have  to  repay 
IS470b.  in  domestic  debts  — 
IS  130b.  more  than  in  the  fiscal  year 
1983  (both  figures  at  average  1983 
prices).  In  the  past,  the  Treasury  has 
by  and  large  managed  to  recycle 
these  debts  —  mobilizing  enough 
private  savings  to  enable  it  to  repay 
old  loans,  and  more.  Currently,  the 
Israeli  public  has  generally  held  on 
to  its  savings,  and  not  diverted  them 
to  consumption. 

MEANWHILE,  however, 
something  has  happened^  There  has 
been  a  crash  on  the  stock  market 
Confidence  in  the  government  as  a 
safe  arid  reliable  repository  of 
private  savings  has  been  under¬ 
mined.  The  economy  has  Shifted 
from  high  inflation  into  hyperinfla¬ 
tion,  making  goods  and  immediate 
consumption  steadily  more  attrac¬ 
tive  than  financial  assets,  whose 
value  is  no  longer  considered  safe. 

Of  the  total  of  IS470b.  in 
domestic  debts  which  the  Treasury 
will  have  to  repay  in  1984,  some 
JS200b.  are  the  share  of  Israeli 
financial  institutions.  The  Treasury 
can  count  on  these  to  be  recycled; 
the  pension  funds,  insurance  com¬ 
panies  and  other  institutions  will  ex¬ 
change  their  expiring  government 
obligations  for  new  ones. 

The  many  individuals  who  hold 
the  remaining  IS270b.  are  under  no 
such  obligation.  Even  the  diversion 
of  a  relatively  small  fraction  of  the 
government  obligations  to  be  repaid 
in  1984  I o  consumption  may  nullify 
all  the  efforts. of  tUe  Treasury  to 
reduce  private  consumption. 

A  look  at  the  figures  bears  this 
out.  Private  consumption  in  .1983 
was  IS379b.,  and  is  to  falL  according 
to  Treasury  predictions,  to  IS353b. 
in  1984.  It  is  therefore  enough  if  10 
per  cent  of  the  government  debt  to 
be  repaid  next  year  is  diverted  to 
consumption  for  the  entire  result  of 
the  squeeze  on  real  wages  to  be 
wiped  out. 

Since  the  big  savers  are'  not  'the

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wage  earners  (aside  from  their  con¬ 
tractual  savings  in' pension  funds), 
there  will  be*  a  redistribution  of 
private  consumption.  The  affluent 
will  keep  their  consumption  stan¬ 
dards  and,  as  this  becomes  evident, 
the  government  will  redouble  its  ef¬ 
forts  to  squeeze  wages,  thereby  in¬ 
creasing  the  disparity  in  the  existing 
income  distribution. 

If  one  considers  that,  in  addition 
to  the  savings  that  will  become  li¬ 
quid,  the  public  sits  on  financial  as¬ 
sets  of  IS  3.4  trillion,  of  which 
IS759b.  are  liquid  by  the  narrowest 
definition,  the'  prospects  become 
even  more  uncertain. 
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THE  LONG  and  the  short  of  it  is  j 
that,  even  if  the  cabinet  ministers  do  J 
produce  some  reduced  budgets  for  } 
their  respective  fiefdoms,  the  •' 
resulting  crazy  quilt  will  not  amount 
to  a  budget.  There  is  rto  budget, 
because  there  is  no  policy  —  and 
the  reason  there  is  no  policy  is  that 
this  government  has  reached  the 
end  of  its  tether.  Its  only  purpose  is 
to  keep  itself  afloat.  It  has  commit¬ 
ted  the  country  to  a  course  of 
foreign  and  domestic  policy  which 
is  far  beyond  our  resources. 

This  is  the  real  meaning  of  “living 
beyond-our  means,”  the  concept 
which  has  been  dinned  into  our  ears 
for  years. 

MK  Geuia  Cohen  has  discovered 
the  .source  of  our  economic  woes: 
the  Camp  David  accords,  arid  the  .. 
return  of  the  Sinai  oilfields  to  Egypt. 
Had  we  held  on  to  them,  she  says, 
we  might  today  have  not  only  the 
Sib.  we  must  save,  but  two  to  three 
times  as  much. 

I  have  an  even  better  solution. 
Let’s  march  into  Saudi"  Arabia. 
There  is  much  more  oil  there,  and 
that  country's  army  is  probably  less 
a  match  for  us  than  Egypt’s. 

For  those  who  do  not  want  "wars 
of  choice,”  there  are  other  alter¬ 
natives.  First  among  them  are  to  get 
out  of  Lebanon  and  save  Sim.  a 
day,  and  to  stop  giving  Israelis  se¬ 
cond  homes  in  the  West  Bank.  Only 
a  Bttle  way  down  on  the  list  of 
priorities  is  to  stop  bribing  the  non- 
Zionist  members  of  the  coalition 
and  their  hangers-on,  as  well  as 
other  splinter  groups  and  parties. 

But  all  this  means  nothing  more 
than  kicking  the  present  govern¬ 
ment  out  by  democratic  elections, 
aided  by  a  healthy  dose  of  mass 
demonstrations,  strikes,  sanctions 
and  all  the  other  things  democratic 
nations  resort  to  when  they  want  to 
save  their  future.
